ON  THE  COVER  : 


The  two  houses  on  Jackson  Street  that  are  now  the  Mid- 
dleborough  Historical  Museum  were  originally  two  of  five  “mill 
houses”  owned  by  Col.  Peter  H.  Peirce  and  used  as  homes  by 
workers  in  the  nearby  mills,  the  cotton  mill  on  the  Nemasket  River 
at  East  Main  Street  and  the  cotton,  later  a  shovel  mill,  on  the  river 
at  the  Water  (Wareham)  Street  dam.  The  Peirce  family  owned 
practically  all  the  land  between  North  Main  Street  and  the  river  and 
employed  many  farmers  who  also  may  have  occupied  some  of  the 
houses.  There  were  two  houses  on  Jackson  Street, west  of  Lincoln 
Street, adjacent  to  the  large  Peirce  barn,  and  three  houses  across 
Lincoln  Street  toward  the  river.  It  is  thought  all  the  houses  were 
built  about  1820. 

In  the  mid-1950’s,  the  Peirce  barn  was  demolished  and  it  was 
planned  to  construct  a  town  parking  lot  on  the  site.  The  Trustees  of 
the  Peirce  Estate  had  turned  over  the  property,  including  the  five 
houses,  to  the  Town  of  Middleborough 

Since  its  establishment  in  1922,  the  Middleborough  Historical 
Society  had  stored  articles  of  historic  value  bequeathed  to  the 
Society  in  an  upstairs  room  of  the  Middleborough  Public  Library. 
The  room  was  filled  to  overflowing  and  there  had  long  been  a  desire 
on  the  part  of  members  of  the  Society  to  have  a  building  to  house 
these  artifacts.  When  it  was  learned  the  houses  on  Jackson  Street 
were  to  be  bulldozed  down  so  the  land  could  be  used  as  a  part  of  the 
parking  lot  and  some  for  recreation  purposes,  the  Executive  Board 
of  the  Historical  Society  petitioned  the  town  for  two  of  the  houses. 
By  a  vote  of  the  town  in  March,  1961,  the  two  houses  and  the  land  on 
which  they  stood  were  deeded  to  the  Middleborough  Historical 
Association  upon  the  payment  of  one  dollar. 

The  houses  were  restored  and  are  now  filled  with  memorabilia 
of  theTownof  Middleborough.Threebuildingshave  been  added  to  the 
complex  with  another  under  construction,  and  the  Middleborough 
Historical  Museum  is  well  on  the  way  to  developing  into  an 
historical  village,  of  which  the  two  Peirce  houses  were  the  begin¬ 
ning.

This  past  year  has  been  a  good  year  for  the  Town  of  Mid- 
dleborough.  We  have  had  a  reduction  in  our  1974  tax  rate,  the  first 
for  many  years. 

We  have  worked  for  almost  ten  years  with  Federal  and  State 
Grant  red  tape  with  final  fruitful  results  of  a  Grant  Offer  for  the 
construction  of  a  much  needed  Waste  Water  Treatment  Facility. 
The  completion  date  is  mid-summer  or  early  fall  of  1977.  This  will 
now  guarantee  the  consolidation  of  Ocean  Spray  Cranberries  for 
their  full  operation  here  in  Middleborough.  They  have  started  the 
new  construction  of  an  added  facility  for  canning  along  with  their 
fresh  fruit  packaging  plant.  This  will  not  only  bring  in  new  tax 
revenue,  it  will  also  create  many  more  full  and  part-time  jobs. 

This  new  facility  will  add  to  the  town’s  distinction  as  being  the 
Cranberry  Capital  of  the  World.  If  Ocean  Spray  had  settled 
elsewhere,  the  cost  of  the  new  treatment  plant  construction  would 
have  gone  up  well  over  one  million  dollars  more  than  the  present 
estimated  cost  of  five  million.  This  would  be  due  to  the  fact  that  the 
waste  from  Ocean  Spray  mixing  with  the  town  waste  will  actually 
be  helping  to  lessen  the  treatment  for  the  final  effluent  from  the 
plant  emptying  into  the  Nemasket  River.  It  will  not  be  necessary 
now  to  go  to  more  sophisticated  equipment  and  treatment.  The 
construction  will  take  up  to  730  days  once  the  bid  is  awarded. 

Ocean  Spray  will  be  paying  a  portion  of  the  operating  cost.  This 
is  established  by  a  formula  that  is  determined  and  required  by  the 
type  of  discharge  and  the  manner  of  treatment  necessary. 

The  new  plant  is  designed  for  a  potential  treatment  of  2.16 
million  gallons  of  discharge  per  day  compared  to  the  present  three 
quarter  million  gallon  plant. 

The  town  voted  a  zoning  change  to  allow  a  new  170  acre  in¬ 
dustrial  park  area  off  Route  28  near  the  Rochester  line  and  bor¬ 
dering  the  railroad.  If  this  park  becomes  a  reality,  the  town  will 
gain  many  thousands  in  tax  dollars  and  pay  checks.  This  area 
should  have  many  diversified  small  businesses  located  there. 

We  have  Wood  Street  now  under  construction  with  drainage, 
water  and  rebuilding  of  the  road  surface.  This  should  be  completed 
next  year.  A  new  12  inch  water  main  has  been  partly  completed 
down  Route  28  toward  our  well  site  at  the  Rock.  Next  year  we  should 
continue  and  complete  the  connection.  By  doing  this,  we  will  be 
capable  of  fully  utilizing  all  of  the  four  wells  in  that  area. 

This  year  we  have  received  our  share  and  possibly  more  of  the 
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federal  funds  under  the  Emergency  Employment  Act  and  with  the 
new  program  called  Comprehensive  Employment  and  Training 
Act.  I  believe  we  will  see  these  federally  funded  programs  for  some 
time  to  come. 

The  fire  on  Friday,  December  13,  1974,  that  burned  completely 
three  factories  and  destroyed  many  businesses  was  finally  declared 
a  disaster  area  by  President  Ford.  This  declaration  was  made  due 
to  the  persistance  of  many  individuals.  They  can  now  apply  for 
loans  from  the  Small  Business  Administration  with  low  interest 
rates. 

We  hope  to’  continue  the  rebuilding  of  the  historic  Oliver  Mill 
Restoration.  An  application  for  a  matching  fund  grant  in  the  amount 
of  $15,000  has  been  filed. 

Mr.  Howard  Maxim,  an  expert  on  well  drilling  for  water  sup- 
plies;has  been  appointed  Water  Exploration  Consulting  Engineer  to 
replace  Mr.  Lloyd  Banks  who  passed  away. 

A  committee  has  been  formed  through  the  efforts  of  your  Town 
Manager  for  the  purpose  of  restoring  rail  passenger  service  from 
Boston  to  Cape  Cod.  Many  meetings  have  been  held  with  state,  rail 
and  local  officials.  The  possibility  of  restoring  this  service  is 
remote  unless  the  state  or  federal  government  takes  over. 

The  retiring  of  Paul  T.  Anderson  after  many  devoted  years  as  a 
Middleborough  Selectman  will  be  a  great  loss  to  the  town.  His 
brilliant  memory  and  knowledge  and  understanding  of  the  towns’ 
problems  and  future  has  been  one  of  the  greatest  assets  to  the  town. 
He  will  be  missed  by  many. 

Once  again  I  would  like  to  thank  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  all 
department  employees,  committees,  and  especially  my  office  staff 
for  their  cooperation  throughout  the  year. 

We  have  many  problems  to  face  for  the  new  year.  By  all 
working  together  we  can  make  Middleborough  a  better  place  in 
which  to  live.

Warrant  for  Annual  Town  Meeting 

To  Robert  W.  Whitaker  or  either  of  the  Constables  of  the  Town  of 
Middleborough: 

Greetings : 

In  the  name  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts  you  are 
hereby  required  to  notify  and  warn  all  the  inhabitants  of  said  town, 
qualified  to  vote  in  town  affairs,  the  voters  of  Precinct  1  to  meet  in 
the  North  Congregational  Church,  Precinct  2  in  the  Armory, 
Precinct  3  in  the  Fire  Station,  South  Middleborough,  Precinct  4  in 
the  Sacred  Heart  Parish  Hall,  Oak  Street  and  Precinct  5  at  the  First 
Congregational  Church  at  the  Green,  of  said  Town,  on  Monday, 
January  21, 1974  from  12  NOON  to  8  P.M.,  to  act  on  Article  1  and  to 
meet  in  the  Town  Hall  Auditorium  Monday,  March  11,  1974  at  7:30 
P.M.,  to  act  on  the  remaining  articles. 

ARTICLE  1.  To  choose  all  necessary  town  officers,  the 
following  officers  to  be  voted  on  one  ballot,  viz :  A  Moderator  for  one 
year,  A  Treasurer  &  Collector  for  two  years,  Two  Selectmen  for 
three  years,  Two  School  Committee  Members  for  three  years,  One 
Assessor  for  three  years,  One  Member  Finance  Committee  for  one 
year,  Two  members  Finance  Committee  for  three  years,  One 
Member  Planning  Board  for  two  years,  One  Member  Planning 
Board  for  five  years,  One  Member  Housing  Authority  for  five  years, 
One  Member  Bristol  Plymouth  Regional  Vocational  School  District 
for  three  years,  and  to  vote  on  the  following  question: 

Question  No.  1:  “Shall  the  Town  in  addition  to  the  payment  of 
fifty  per  cent  of  a  premium  for  Contributory  Group  Life  and  Health 
Insurance  for  employees  in  the  service  of  the  Town  and  their 
dependents,  pay  a  subsidiary  or  additional  rate?” 

ARTICLE  2.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Town 
Treasurer,  with  the  prior  approval  of  the  Selectmen,  to  borrow

The  following  resolution  was  read  by  Attorney  Albert  T. 
Maddigan :  A  RESOLUTION 

“Whereas,  Fletcher  Clark,  Jr.  has,  since  1922,  been  Moderator 
of  the  Town  of  Middleborough,  in  the  County  of  Plymouth,  Com¬ 
monwealth  of  Massachusetts  and  now  at  his  own  request  is  not 
standing  for  re-election,  and 

Whereas,  the  Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Middleborough  are  mind¬ 
ful  of  the  many  hours  of  time  and  devotion  to  duty  given  by  him  in 
his  capacity  as  Moderator,  and 

Whereas,  the  Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Middleborough  recognize 
that  never  before  in  the  history  of  Middleborough,  which  has  been 
incorporated  since  1669,  a  person  has  served  52  consecutive  elected 
one-year  terms,  and 

Whereas,  the  said  Fletcher  Clark  Jr.,  was  only  absent  once 
during  the  aforesaid  term  of  52  consecutive  years,  and 

Whereas,  the  Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Middleborough,  are 
mindful  that  this  has  been  only  one  of  many  civic  contributions  by 
the  said  Fletcher  Clark,  Jr.  as  exemplified  by  the  recent  honors 
bestowed  upon  him  on  “Fletcher  Clark,  Jr.  Day,”  March  8,  1974, 
and 

Whereas,  many  of  the  Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Middleborough 
are  unaware  of  the  generosity  of  both  time  and  money  of  the  said 
Fletcher  Clark,  Jr.  as  exemplified  during  World  War  II  when  he 
personally  sent  the  Readers  Digest  to  Middleborough  servicemen: 

BE  IT  RESOLVED  that  we,  the  Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Mid¬ 
dleborough,  assembled  on  March  11,  1974,  do  pause  in  our 
deliberations  to  express  our  thanks,  and  appreciation,  to  Fletcher 
Clark,  Jr.  with  affection  and  esteem  for  his  52  years  of  faithful 
service  to  the  Town  of  Middleborough: 

BE  IT  FURTHER  RESOLVED  that  a  copy  of  this  resolution  be 
presented  to  Attorney  Fletcher  Clark,  Jr.  and  that  it  be  spread  upon 
the  permanent  records  of  the  Town  of  Middleborough.

men,  Town  Manager  and  Town  Counsel. 

ARTICLE  2.  Voted  unanimously  to  authorize  the  Town 
Treasurer,  with  the  prior  approval  of  the  Selectmen,  to  borrow 
money  from  time  to  time  in  anticipation  of  the  revenue  of  the 
financial  year  beginning  July  1,  1974,  in  accordance  with  the 
provisions  of  General  Laws,  Chapter  44,  Section  4,  and  to  issue  a 
note  or  notes  therefor,  payable  within  one  year,  and  to  renew  any 
note  or  notes  as  may  be  given  for  a  period  of  less  than  one  year  in 
accordance  with  General  Laws,  Chapter  44,  Section  17. 

The  Finance  Committee  recommends  favorable  action.

The  Hearing  was  called  to  order  at  7:32  P.M.,  Friday,  March  8, 
1974,  in  the  Selectmen’s  Room,  Town  Hall,  Middleborough, 
Massachusetts,  with  A.  Kingman  Pratt,  Acting  Planning  Board 
Chairman,  presiding.  Board  members  present  were:  A.  Kingman 
Pratt,  M.  Victor  Sylvia,  Judith  Rae  Wiksten  and  Robert  T.  Roht. 

Subject  of  the  Hearing  was  an  Article  to  be  on  the  Warrant  for 
the  Annual  Town  Meeting  to  be  held  on  March  11,  1974,  which 
Warrant  was  published  in  the  Middleboro  Gazette  on  January  10, 
1974,  and  said  Article  appeared  therein  as  Article  No.  13.  Notice  of 
said  Hearing  was  published  in  the  Middleboro  Gazette  on  February 
14  and  21,  1974. 

Simply  stated,  the  article  is  being  proposed  in  order  to  conserve 
the  rural  atmosphere  of  the  Town  of  Middleborough,  by  maintaining 
a  large  green  belt. 
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Acting  Chairman  A.  Kingman  Pratt  read  the  article  from  the 
original  publication.  Acting  Chairman  Pratt  then  asked  if  anyone 
had  any  comments  to  make  pertaining  to  the  Article?  All  the 
members  of  the  Planning  Board  who  were  present  at  this  Hearing 
were  recorded  as  being  in  favor  of  the  Zoning  Article,  shown  as 
Article  No.  13  on  the  Warrant.  At  this  time  a  letter  was  read  from 
the  Board  of  Selectmen  stating  that  they  were  unanimously  in  favor 
of  Article  13  in  the  Warrant  for  the  Annual  Town  Meeting.  Since  no 
further  comments  were  made,  the  Acting  Chairman  declared  the 
Hearing  closed. 

The  Hearing  was  adjourned  at  7 :44  P.M.”  Stanley  E.  Barnicoat, 
Chairman,  A.  Kingman  Pratt,  Robert  T.  Roht,  M.  Victor  Sylvia  and 
Judith  Rae  Wiksten.

shall  not  apply  to  or  affect  the  premises  now  or  formerly  of  Mid- 
dleborough  Industries,  Inc.,  described  in  a  deed  recorded  in  Book 
3814,  Page  451,  at  the  Plymouth  County  Registry  of  Deeds  and  being 
shown  as  Lot  No.  7,  on  Assessors  Map  U-78,  as  ordered  by  the  Suf¬ 
folk  Superior  Court,  in  the  matter  of  R.  G.  M.  Construction  Inc.  et 
als,  vs.  Town  of  Middleborough  et  als,  unless  said  Court  or  other 
Court  or  appropriate  jurisdiction  otherwise  orders  or  decrees,  but 
the  existing  Zoning  By-Law  shall  continue  to  govern  said  lot  until 
any  such  further  order  or  decree  of  the  Court,  and  excepting  that  the 
above  shall  not  apply  to  or  affect  the  premises  now  or  formerly  of 
Patrick  F.  O’Connor,  described  in  a  deed  recorded  with  Plymouth 
County  Registry  of  Deeds  in  Book  3854,  Page  594,  and  containing 
approximately  twenty-six  acres  of  land  with  the  buildings  thereon, 
as  ordered  by  the  Probate  Court  in  Plymouth  in  the  matter  of 
Patrick  F.  O’Connor  vs.  Town  of  Middleborough  et  als,  unless  said 
Court  or  other  Court  of  appropriate  jurisdiction  otherwise  orders  or 
decrees,  but  the  existing  Zoning  By-Law  shall  continue  to  govern 
said  lot  until  any  such  further  order  or  decree  of  the  Court.  Result  of 
a  counted  vote  was  YES  267,  NO  18  thus  receiving  a  two-thirds  vote. 

ARTICLE  14.  Voted  unanimously  to  transfer  the  balance  of  One 
Hundred  ($100.00)  Dollars  remaining  in  the  “Purchase  Land  for 
Park  Account’’  to  the  Excess  and  Deficiency  Account. 

The  Finance  Committee  recommends  favorable  action. 
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ARTICLE  15.  Voted  unanimously  to  transfer  the  balance  of  One 
Thousand  Seven  Hundred  Forty  One  Dollars  and  28-100  ($1,741.28) 
remaining  in  the  “Maple  Avenue  Account”  to  the  Excess  and 
Deficiency  Account. 

The  Finance  Committee  recommends  favorable  action. 

ARTICLE  16.  Voted  unanimously  to  transfer  the  balance  of  Five 
Hundred  Thirty  Eight  Dollars  and  67-100  ($538.67)  remaining  in  the 
“Susan  Lane  Road  Layout  Account”  to  the  Excess  and  Deficiency 
Account. 

The  Finance  Committee  recommends  favorable  action. 

ARTICLE  17.  Voted  unanimously  to  transfer  the  balance  of  Two 
Hundred  Forty  Four  Dollars  and  92-100  ($244.92)  remaining  in  the 
“Dee-Bee  Circle,  Carmen  Park  Drive  Account”  to  the  Excess  and 
Deficiency  Account. 

The  Finance  Committee  recommends  favorable  action. 

ARTICLE  18.  Voted  unanimously  to  transfer  the  balance  of  Five 
Thousand  Six  Hundred  Sixty  Seven  Dollars  and  93-100  ($5,667.93) 
remaining  in  the  “Route  28,  Spruce-Wareham  Street  Water  Ex¬ 
tension  Account”  to  the  Excess  and  Deficiency  Account.

The  term  family  type  camp  ground 
does  not  include  a  children’s  day  camp,  recreational  camp  for 
children,  or  a  trailer  coach  park. 

2.  Amend  Section  IV,  entitled  “Use  Regulations,”  Subsection  A. 
Residence  Districts,  subheading  1.  Permitted  Uses,  by  adding  the 
following  paragraph  to  be  known  as  section  IV,  subsection  A, 
subheading  1.  indention  1: 

1  Family  camp  grounds. 

3.  Amend  Section  V,  entitled  “Area  Regulations”  by  adding  the 
following  paragraph  to  be  known  as  Section  V,  subsection  H : 

H:  All  residence  districts 

I.  Notwithstanding  the  above  sections  A,  B,  and  F;  no  family 
type  camp  ground  shall  hereafter  be  erected,  placed  or  converted 
on  any  parcel  of  land  having  an  area  of  less  than  25  acres  and  a 
street  frontage  of  less  than  1,000  feet,  or  act  anything  thereon.

The  meeting  was  opened  by  Moderator  Frates  at  7:45  P.M.  in 
the  Town  Hall  Auditorium. 

The  Rev.  Charles  Sousa  offered  the  invocation. 

The  following  resolution  on  the  death  of  Alan  C.  DeMoranville 
Jr.  was  read  by  Bruce  G.  Atwood,  Chairman  of  the  Board  of 
Selectmen  and  it  was  voted  to  adopt  said  resolution:  “Resolutions 
on  the  death  of  Alan  C.  DeMoranville  Jr. 

Special  Town  Meeting,  Middleborough,  Mass.,  June  27,  1974. 

WHEREAS  Alan  C.  DeMoranville  Jr.,  Lt.  Middleborough  Police 
Department  died  under  tragic  circumstances  on  June  20, 1974  at  the 
age  of  29;  and, 

WHEREAS  It  is  altogether  fitting  and  proper  that  the  citizens  of 
Middleborough  and  particularly  his  comrades  in  the  Middleborough 
Police  Department  pause  to  take  note  of  his  passing ;  and, 

WHEREAS  They  remember  his  dedication  to  duty  and  his 
many  services  to  the  Town  and  its  people ;  and, 

WHEREAS  They  desire  to  acknowledge  his  loyal  and  devoted 
service  to  his  calling;  and, 

WHEREAS  They  respect  him  as  a  man  and  a  citizen  of  high 
character  and  realize  that  he  will  be  truly  missed;  and, 

WHEREAS  He  was  originally  appointed  to  the  Middleborough 
Police  Department  on  August  1966,  and  was  permanently  appointed 
patrolman  in  July  1968  after  completion  of  training  at  Brockton 
Police  Academy.  He  was  appointed  Middleborough’s  first  per¬ 
manent  detective  in  January  1970  (provisional  rank  of  Sergeant). 
He  attended  many  specialized  police  training  and  law  enforcement 
schools  and  he  gained  a  high  degree  of  proficiency  and  skill  in  police 
technology.  On  June  6,  1972,  he  was  promoted  to  the  permanent 
position  of  detective,  rank  of  Sergeant.  He  was  promoted  to  per¬ 
manent  rank  of  Lieutenant  in  April  1974,  receiving  the  distinction  of 
being  Middleborough’s  first  Lieutenant  of  Police  and  having  been 
Middleborough’s  first  permanent  detective. 

NOW  THEREFORE:

Mr.  M.  Victor  Sylvia,  member  of  the  Middleborough  Planning 
Board  would  like  to  go  on  record  as  being  opposed  to  Article  One 
either  as  published  or  as  presented  in  this  motion.  Mr.  Sylvia  feels 
that  the  article  was  written  as  incomplete  to  be  proposed  as  a 
Zoning  By-Law  change. 

The  following  recommendation  was  offered  by  the  Conservation 
Commission: 

“The  Conservation  Commission  recommends  that  the  land  use 
changes  proposed  in  Article  1  be  modified  to  zone  this  area  that  is 
intended  to  be  used  for  industrial  purposes  as  part  of  an  Industrial 
District  rather  than  consigning  it  to  general  use.’’ 

It  was  voted  to  move  the  question.  The  Moderator  appointed  Mr. 
Robert  W.  Whitaker  as  Assistant  Moderator  to  cover  the  individuals 
situated  in  the  lobby  in  the  downstairs  area.  Voted  to  amend  the 
Zoning  By-Laws  and  the  zoning  map  of  the  Town  of  Middleborough 
by  adding  the  following  described  parcel  as  a  new  use  district,  said 
parcel  being  shown  on  a  map  on  file  with  the  Town  Clerk :  Beginning 
at  a  point  marking  the  intersection  of  the  town  line  dividing  Mid¬ 
dleborough  and  Rochester  and  the  southerly  sideline  of  the  Penn 
Central  Railroad;  thence  westerly  in  said  town  line  4,300  feet  more 
or  less  to  land  now  or  formerly  of  Herbert  Dustin;  thence  north¬ 
westerly  by  said  last  named  land  900  feet  more  or  less  to  land  now 
or  formerly  of  Dante  Fava;  thence  northeasterly  by  said  last  named 
land  1,440  feet  more  or  less;  thence  northwesterly  by  said  last 
named  land  797  feet  more  or  less  to  land  now  or  formerly  of  Emil  N.

SUMMARY 

The  proposed  constitutional  amendment,  if  approved,  would 
provide  for  a  census  in  the  year  1975  and  every  tenth  year  thereafter 
of  the  inhabitants  of  each  city  and  town  as  a  basis  for  determining 
the  representative,  senatorial  and  councillor  districts  for  the  ten 
year  period  beginning  with  the  first  Wednesday  in  the  fourth 
January  following  the  taking  of  the  census,  provided  that  the 
districts  as  established  based  on  the  1971  census  shall  terminate  on 
the  first  Wednesday  in  January  ,  1979.  The  census  shall  specify  the 
number  of  inhabitants  residing  in  each  precinct  of  a  town  and  each 
precinct  and  ward  of  a  city. 

Under  the  proposed  amendment,  the  House  of  Representatives 
would  consist  of  160  members,  in  contrast  to  the  present  mem¬ 
bership  of  240,  and  the  Senate  of  40  members.  The  General  Court 
would,  at  its  first  regular  session  after  the  year  in  which  the  census 
is  taken,  divide  the  Commonwealth  into  160  representative  districts 
and  40  senatorial  districts  of  contiguous  territory  so  that  each 
representative  and  each  senator  will  represent  an  equal  number  of 
inhabitants  as  nearly  as  may  be ;  and  such  districts  shall  be  formed, 
as  nearly  as  may  be,  without  uniting  two  counties  or  parts  of  two  or 
more  counties  and,  with  respect  to  representative  districts,  without 
uniting,  as  nearly  as  may  be,  two  towns  or  parts  of  two  or  more 
towns,  two  cities  or  parts  of  two  or  more  cities,  or  a  city  and  a  town, 
or  parts  of  cities  and  towns,  into  one  district,  and  without  dividing 
any  town  containing  less  than  2500  inhabitants.  The  General  Court 
would  be  permitted  to  pass  laws  to  limit  the  time  within  which 
judicial  proceedings  may  be  instituted  calling  in  question  any  such 
division.  The  proposed  amendment  further  provides  that  every 
representative,  for  one  year  at  least  immediately  preceding  his 
election,  shall  have  been  an  inhabitant  of  the  district  for  which  he  is 
chosen,  and  every  senator  shall  be  an  inhabitant  of  this  Com¬ 
monwealth  for  five  years  at  least  preceding  his  election  and  at  the 
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time  of  his  election  shall  be  an  inhabitant  of  the  district  for  which  he 
is  chosen.  Every  representative  and  senator  shall  cease  to 
represent  his  district  when  he  shall  cease  to  be  an  inhabitant  of  the 
Commonwealth.  The  manner  of  calling  and  conducting  the  elections 
for  representatives  and  for  senators  and  councillors,  and  of 
ascertaining  their  election,  shall  be  prescribed  by  law.  The 
amendment  vests  original  jurisdiction  in  the  Supreme  Judicial 
Court,  upon  petition  of  any  voter  of  the  Commonwealth,  filed  with 
the  clerk  of  said  court,  for  judicial  relief  relative  to  the  establish¬ 
ment  of  House  of  Representatives,  councillor  and  senatorial 
districts.

The  proposed  constitutional  amendment  would  repeal  section  2 
of  Article  46  of  the  Articles  of  Amendments  to  the  Constitution  of  the 
Commonwealth  (the  “anti-aid  amendment,”  so-called),  and 
replace  it  with  a  new  section  2,  for  the  purpose  of  allowing  grants  in 
aid  to  private  higher  educational  institutions  or  to  students,  or 
parents  or  guardians  of  students,  attending  such  institutions. 

The  proposed  amendment  would  delete  the  first  clause  of  the 
present  section  2,  which  requires  that  all  moneys  raised  by  taxation 
in  the  towns  and  cities  for  the  support  of  public  schools,  and  all 
moneys  appropriated  by  the  Commonwealth  for  the  support  of 
common  schools  shall  be  applied  to  or  expended  in  only  those 
schools  conducted  according  to  law  under  the  order  and  superin¬ 
tendence  of  the  authorities  of  the  town  or  city  in  which  the  money  is 
expended.  The  effect  of  the  deletion  of  the  first  clause  of  section  2 
would  be  to  remove  the  constitutional  prohibition  against  the  use  of 
public  moneys,  which  have  been  raised  by  taxation  or  appropriated 
for  support  of  public  schools,  for  grants  in  aid  to  private  higher 
educational  institutions  or  to  students,  or  parents  or  guardians  of 
students,  attending  such  institutions. 

The  proposed  amendment  would  also  alter  the  second  clause  of 
the  present  section  2  by  removing  the  prohibition  against  a  grant, 
appropriation  or  use  of  public  money  or  property  or  loan  of  public

of  learning,  whether  under  public  control  or  otherwise,  wherein  any 
denominational  doctrine  is  inculcated,  or  any  other  school  or  any 
college  which  is  not  publicly  owned  and  under  the  exclusive  control, 
order  and  superintendence  of  public  officers  or  public  agents.  In

SUMMARY 

The  proposed  constitutional  amendment  would  revise  Article  78 
of  the  Articles  of  Amendment  to  the  Constitution  to  permit  the  ex¬ 
penditure  of  money  from  the  highway  fund  for  mass  transportation 
lines  and  other  mass  transportation  purposes  in  such  manner  as  the 
Legislature  may  direct.  The  highway  fund  includes  receipts  from 
fees,  duties,  excises  and  license  taxes  relating  to  registration, 
operation  or  use  of  motor  vehicles  and  taxes  from  the  sale  of  motor 
vehicle  fuels.  The  expenditure  of  money  from  such  fund  is  presently 
restricted  to  highway  and  bridge  construction,  reconstruction, 
maintenance  and  repair,  enforcement  of  state  traffic  laws,  and 
administration  of  the  tax  statutes  which  provide  highway  fund 
receipts.

SUMMARY 

Provisions  of  the  act  establish  an  independent  Corrupt  Prac¬ 
tices  Commission,  with  five  members  to  be  appointed  by  the 
Governor  to  staggered  five  year  terms.  The  Commission  has  sub¬ 
poena  powers  and  is  to  investigate,  by  means  of  secret  hearings, 
candidates’  compliance  with  all  state  and  federal  laws  relating  to 
political  campaign  contributions  and  expenditures  and  corrupt 
practices.  If  probable  cause  is  shown,  the  Commission  is  required  to 
direct  the  Attorney  General  to  take  further  action  in  the  proper  form 
and  is  required  to  make  public  a  report  of  such  action.  In  cases 
involving  the  campaign  practices  of  the  Attorney  General  himself,  a 
special  attorney  is  to  be  appointed.If  no  probable  cause  is  shown,  the 
Commission  is  to  state  so  publicly. 

Further,  the  proposed  act  extends  the  application  of  the  current 
statute  regarding  the  disclosure  of  campaign  expenditures  and 
contributions,  to  all  candidates  for  office  above  the  town  and  city 
level,  with  the  exception  of  President  and  Vice  President  of  the 
United  States.  The  act  requires  all  such  candidates  to  receive  and 
disburse  all  amounts  greater  than  $25  by  check,  and  makes  it  a 
crime  to  knowingly  receive  cash  payment  from  a  candidate  or  his 
committee  for  a  service  costing  more  than  $25.  The  act  also  requires 
candidates  to  designate  a  single  bank  as  depository  of  funds  and  as 
recordkeeper,  with  records  of  receipts  and  expenditures  to  be  open 
to  public  scrutiny. 

Provisions  of  the  act  extend  present  campaign  spending  limits 
to  cover  all  media  expenses  and  require  all  media  firms  (including: 
television,  radio,  newspaper,  billboard,  magazine,  advertising, 
public  relations,  printing,  opinion  polling,  computer,  telephone, 
telegraph)  to  report  the  purchase  of  media  services  by  candidates. 
Media  expenses  of  candidates  for  the  offices  of  district  attorney, 
clerk  of  court,  register  of  probate  and  insolvency,  register  of  deeds, 
county  commissioner,  county  treasurer  and  sheriff  are  limited  to 
$.07  for  each  resident  of  the  respective  electoral  district.  Other 
provisions  of  the  act  require  candidates,  upon  official  an¬ 
nouncement  or  filing  of  nomination  papers,  to  report  all  political 
receipts  and  expenditures  since  the  date  of  the  last  general  election 
for  the  office  sought,  and  count  such  expenditures  toward  spending 
limits.  The  act  also  limits  candidates  to  one  political  committee. 

The  act  establishes  a  maximum  penalty  of  one  year  im¬ 
prisonment  and  or  $10,000  fine  for  individuals  engaged  in  corrupt 
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practices,  and  a  $50,000  fine  for  corporations  so  involved.  In  ad¬ 
dition,  the  Attorney  General  is  permitted  to  bring  an  action  for  the 
removal  of  a  candidate  whose  election  was  materially  aided  by 
corrupt  practices  on  the  part  of  the  candidate  or  one  acting  in  his 
behalf,  where  such  removal  is  otherwise  authorized  by  law.

Report  of  the  Board  of  Assessors 

To  the  Citizens  of  Middleborough : 

The  decision  of  the  Massachusetts  Supreme  Judicial  Court 
handed  down  on  December  24,  1974  represents  an  important  land¬ 
mark  in  local  property  tax  administration  for  Middleboro,  and  it  is 
on  this  that  I  will  base  my  annual  report. 

Property  taxation  dates  back  to  at  least  400  B.C.  It  has  been 
levied  at  national  and  local  levels  and  some  property  taxes  were 
based  on  the  actual  income-earning  ability  of  the  owner  as  in 
medieval  Germany,  or  on  what  the  land  could  produce  if  properly 
utilized,  as  in  early  English  history.  The  first  real  estate  tax  was 
levied  in  the  colonies  in  1630.  Local  assessors  were  employed  from 
almost  the  founding  of  the  colonies. 

The  word  “proportional”,  as  its  meaning  has  been  interpreted 
in  the  Constitution,  has  required  the  legislature  to  treat  various 
types  of  taxable  property  in  the  same  manner  for  purposes  of 
taxation.  This  term  “proportional”  was  first  inserted  in  colonial 
statutes  in  the  middle  of  the  16th  century.  It  was  incorporated  in  the 
Massachusetts  constitution  in  1780  and  has  remained  until  the 
present  day.  The  word  “proportional”,  as  in  the  decision  of  the  1968 
Supreme  Court  hekHhat  assessments  at  less  than  full  and  fair  cash 
value  were  illegal.  The  same  court  decision  ruled  that  it  was  illegal 
to  assess  land  at  less  than  100%  of  full  and  fair  cash  value  and  this 
decision  apparently  dispelled  that  proportional  meant  fractional, 
rather  than  total  assessment.  The  fact  is,  that  the  funds  returned  to 
cities  and  towns  from  the  state  were  tied  into  the  values  of  the  in¬ 
dividual  cities  and  towns  and  it  became  apparent  that  if  you 
assessed  at  a  lower  percentage  than  100%,  it  would  show  your  town 
was  poor.  Therefore,  your  town  would  receive  more  money  back 
from  the  state  through  school  aid,  highway  funds  and  lottery  funds. 

What  usually  happened  in  most  communities,  was  that  as 
assessors  were  defeated  at  the  polls,  or  chose  not  to  run,  and  new 
assessors  took  office,  they  contributed  to  different  ideas  about 
values,  plus  the  fact  that  inflation  has  pushed  values  of  real  estate  to 
record  highs,  made  for  many  inequities.  The  courtroom  was  the 
only  recourse  for  those  taxpayers  who  felt  they  were  paying  more 
than  their  fair  share  of  taxes.  It  wasn’t  difficult  to  show  the  court 
that  Boards  of  Assessors  were  not  assessing  at  full  and  fair  cash 
value;  therefore  a  revaluation  was  ordered.  In  all  cases  the  value  of 
that  city  or  town  would  double  or  triple,  which  meant  that  the  funds 
the  state  returned  were  cut  substantially.  In  all  fairness  the  city  or

town  that  had  revalued  to  100%  of  full  and  fair  cash  value  was  now 
being  penalized  by  loss  of  state  funds.  This  loss  of  state  funds  on  the 
so-called  “Cherry  Sheet”  led  the  town  of  Sudbury  and  others  to  take 
the  State  Tax  Commissioner  to  the  Massachusetts  Supreme  Judicial 
Court  to  order  all  cities  and  towns  to  equalize  valuation.  On 
December  24,  1974,  the  Massachusetts  Supreme  Judicial  Court 
handed  down  its  decision  “that  the  Commissioner  of  Corporations 
and  Taxation  will  direct  local  assessors  to  take  such  action  as  will 
tend  to  produce  uniformity  throughout  the  commonwealth  in 
valuation  and  assessments.”  A  result  of  this  decision  was  that  each 
Board  of  Assessors  has  been  requested  on  or  before  April  1,  1975,  to 
submit  its’  plan  for  bringing  property  assessments  to  full  and  fair 
cash  value. 

The  Board  of  Assessors  feel  that  an  outside  firm  should  conduct 
the  equalization.  Our  plan,  therefore,  is  to  insert  an  article  for  the 
town  meeting  in  March  to  have  a  professional  appraisal  firm  con¬ 
duct  the  equalization  with  the  Board  of  Assessors.  This  would  entail 
the  following:  (1)  To  visit  each  property  in  the  town  on  a  systematic 
basis  and  request  entry.  (2)  List  all  items  required  on  a  card 
provided  by  the  Board  of  Assessors.  (3)  Measure  the  perimeter  of 
each  building  on  the  property  and  make  a  sketch  of  buildings  on  a 
card  provided.  (4)  Take  a  photo  of  each  property.  (5)  List  all  per¬ 
sonal  property  subject  to  taxation.  (We  are  all  exempt  from  a  tax  on 
household  goods).  The  person  who  compiles  this  information  is 
called  a  “field  lister”.  He  records  data  but  doesn’t  set  values.  The 
next  step  occurs  later  when  a  professional  appraiser  with  the  Board 
of  Assessors  reviews  the  data  of  both  land  and  building  value  to 
reach  the  current  fair  market  value.  For  a  definition  of  “fair 
market  value”,  it  is  defined  by  the  courts  as  the  price  a  willing 
buyer  would  pay  to  an  owner  who  is  willing  to  sell.  In  the  end,  with 
the  assistance  of  the  professional  appraiser,  it  is  the  Assessors  who 
set  your  assessment.  The  equalization  program  when  completed  is 
not  the  whole  answer,  but  just  a  beginning.  It  will  mean  that  for  the 
first  time,  the  Assessors  will  have  a  complete  inventory  of  the  town, 
and  that  each  year  thereafter  the  Assessors  will  have  to  update  and 
keep  abreast  of  values.  This  would  mean  that  one  member  of  the 
Board  of  Assessors  should  become  a  full-time  assessor. 

I  would  like  to  close  with  this  thought  —  The  law  requires  the 
Board  of  Assessors  to  assess  only  real  estate  and  not  the  people  who 
own  it.  In  cases  where  the  equalization  in  our  town  causes  extreme 
financial  hardship,  application  can  and  should  be  made  to  the 
Assessors  for  relief.  The  adjustment  will  be  granted  to  the 
homeowner  and  will  not  disturb  the  values  of  the  property. 
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I  would  like  to  thank  the  fellow  members  of  the  Board,  our  office 
staff  and  other  departments  throughout  the  town  for  their 
cooperation  and  understanding.  With  this  cooperation  and  un¬ 
derstanding,  Middleboro  has  been  able  to  cut  their  tax  rate  $10.00  in 
the  last  year.

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Report  of  the  Department  of  Public  Works 


To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen 
Town  of  Middleborough,  Massachusetts 

Gentlemen: 

The  following  is  the  annual  report  of  the  Department  of  Public 
Works  for  the  year  ending  December  31,  1974. 

The  D.P.W.  has  had  a  busy  year  with  additional  construction 
along  with  some  unplanned  reconstruction  work.  New  construction 
work  involved  working  with  the  contractor  building  Wood  Street 
under  Chapter  90  Construction.  Fences  had  to  be  removed  and  reset, 
stone  walls  moved,  trenches  patched  and  new  signs  erected.  Trees 
were  removed  to  make  way  for  the  new  water  extension  before  the 
actual  road  construction  could  take  place. 

Under  the  unplanned  reconstruction  work  we  repaired  fences, 
signs,  retaining  walls,  flash  boards  in  the  sluice  ways,  removed 
debris  from  the  river,  retrieved  and  repaired  picnic  tables  at  Oliver 
Mill  Park.  Auburn  Street  bridge  was  burned  bad  enough  to  make  it 
unsafe  for  passage  and  the  road  had  to  be  closed  for  there  were  no 
available  funds  to  restore  it.  This  is  a  joint  venture  with  the  Town  of 
Bridgewater  who  are  also  seeking  funds  for  their  share  of  the  ex¬ 
pense.  The  vandalism  to  signs  is  not  limited  to  Oliver  Mill  Park  but 
is  a  continuous  job  throughout  town.  The  department  was  also 
called  upon  to  help  at  the  time  of  the  Cambridge  Street  fire.  The 
Water  Division  was  busy  keeping  the  best  possible  supply  of  water 
and  locating  gates.  The  Highway  Division  put  up  barricades  on  the 
streets  and  took  part  in  the  clean  up  of  the  streets  adjacent  to  the 
burnt  buildings. 

July  was  the  start  of  a  new  fiscal  year,  a  departure  from  the 
usual  January  date.  This  year  also  makes  the  last  year  for  Chapter 
90  road  programs  as  such.  This  years  work  of  Chapter  90  main¬ 
tenance  was  delayed  awaiting  funds  from  the  county.  This  account 
being  shared  equally  with  the  town,  state,  and  county.  New  Chap¬ 
ters  have  been  enacted  by  the  Legislature  that  will  replace  these 
programs  if  voted  by  the  town. 

The  town  has  many  miles  of  road  to  maintain  and  improve  as 
well  as  water  and  sewerage  lines  and  much  new  construction  is 
needed.  It  is  not  an  easy  task  at  any  time  but  especially  now  with 
spiraling  costs  of  materials  and  the  economy  the  way  it  is.  Keeping 
the  budget  within  bounds  and  still  trying  to  supply  services  is  a  real 
tough  job  and  I  want  to  thank  the  various  committee  members  who 
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are  giving  their  time  to  do  their  best  to  help  us  with  our  problems. 
My  thanks  also  to  Superintendent  Stuart  Peak,  foremen,  and  other 
members  of  the  D.P.W.  for  their  cooperation  along  with  the  other 
town  departments. 

Highway  Division: 

Drainage  was  installed  on  the  following  streets:  Bourne,  Carey, 
Elm,  Oak,  Pleasant,  View,  Wilder  and  Spencer.  A  large  metal 
culvert  was  constructed  across  the  road  under  Soule  Street.  More 
drainage  will  be  installed  before  the  fiscal  year  ends. 

Type  I  bituminous  concrete  pavement  was  placed  on  sections  of 
Fairview,  Forest,  Everett,  Cambridge,  Clara,  Elm  and  Bourne 
Streets,  where  the  drainage  had  been  done  previously. 

Portions  of  Highland,  Walnut,  Plymouth  and  Cherry  Streets 
were  resurfaced  with  mix  in  place  material. 

Liquid  bituminous  asphalt  seal  coat  was  applied  to  locations  on 
Pine,  France,  Miller,  Walnut,  Precinct,  Pleasant  and  Sachem 
Streets  as  well  as  Marion  Road. 

Parking  lines  were  painted  in  three  town  parking  lots.  Traffic 
lines  painted  on  Plympton,  Plymouth,  Centre,  Old  Center,  Everett 
Streets  and  Taunton  Avenue  as  well  as  parking  and  no  parking 
areas  on  downtown  streets.  Over  one  hundred  cross  walks  are 
repainted  at  least  once  each  year. 

Bituminous  concrete  curbing  was  constructed  on  Elm  Street, 
and  asphalt  berms  were  placed  in  various  locations  on  Fairview, 
Keith,  Montello,  Miller,  Pleasant  Streets  and  Roosevelt  Avenue. 
Insect  and  Pest  Control: 

Roadsides  were  sprayed  for  tent  caterpillars  and  poison  ivy  where 
necessary.  Plymouth  County  Mosquito  Control  sprayed  for 
mosquitoes.  Drainage  ditches  were  cleared  in  various  locations  in 
town.  Residents  yards  were  sprayed  where  requested. 

Tree  Division: 

The  Middleborough  Light  Company  supervised  the  trimming  of 
trees  along  their  utility  lines.  Dead  limbs  were  trimmed  from  trees 
throughout  town.  Many  Elm  trees  having  Dutch  Elm  disease  were 
taken  down  and  stumped.  There  were  also  a  few  dead  trees  other 
than  Elm  that  were  removed.  Tree  removal  was  necessary  on  the 
Wood  Street  construction  project  in  conjunction  with  the  water  main 
extension. 

The  Pierce  Trustees  rendered  financial  assistance  to  the  tree 
planting  program.  Red  and  Green  Maples  and  Pin  Oak  trees  were 
planted  as  requested  in  the  spring  and  fall. 
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Sanitation  Division:  (Rubbish  Pick-up) 

The  number  of  customers  serviced  has  increased  on  the  two 
rubbish  truck  routes  due  to  new  construction.  So  far  the  four  men, 
two  in  each  truck,  have  been  able  to  do  their  routes  without  ad¬ 
ditional  help  or  extra  trucks,  thus  keeping  the  cost  down.  These  men 
do  their  work  daily  in  all  kinds  of  weahter  and  run  pretty  much  on 
schedule.  They  receive  help  of  course  during  clean  up  week  when 
everyone  pitches  in  and  business  picks  up  every  year.  We  are 
anxiously  awaiting  the  delivery  of  a  new  truck  chassis  for  the  older 
truck  that  was  voted  at  last  Town  Meeting. 

Brook  Street  Landfill: 

The  increase  in  customers  and  material  in  the  rubbish  routes 
reflects  on  the  business  at  the  landfill  where  it  all  ends  up.  We  know 
that  the  landfill  is  not  a  permanent  answer  to  our  needs  but  the  men 
working  there  are  doing  their  best  to  make  it  last  as  long  as  possible. 
Here  again  inclement  weather  presents  problems  but  the  men 
manage  to  keep  things  going.  A  new  loader  is  needed  badly.  The  old 
Nelson  loader  is  getting  very  tired  and  any  great  amount  of  money 
invested  in  it  at  this  time  would  be  throwing  money  away.  The  town 
owns  two  loaders  between  the  landfill  and  highway  divisions.  The 
second  is  a  Trojan  loader  which  is  in  pretty  fair  shape  but  also 
getting  old.

Report  of  the 

Water  and  Sewer  Division  —  1974 


There  were  several  major  projects  in  1974.  The  first  of  the 
projects  was  the  installation  of  a  12-inch  water  main  for  a  distance 
of  4,220  feet  on  Wood  Street,  from  Plymouth  Street  toward  Chestnut 
Street.  This  required  clearing  and  grading  most  of  the  length  of  the 
pipe  line  to  comply  with  the  State  layout.  There  were  5  main  line 
gates  and  7  hydrants  and  gates  installed  on  this  section  of  main. 
Services  crossing  the  road  from  main  to  curb  were  also  installed. 

The  second  major  project  was  the  installation  of  two  pressure 
releases  on  the  Miller  Street  Well  line.  These  are  supposed  to  relieve 
the  system  in  that  area  if  a  high  pressure  type  situation  should 
develop. 

The  third  major  project  was  the  installation  of  a  12-inch  water 
main  from  Wareham  Street  to  Wood  Street  along  East  Grove  Street. 
This  involved  a  340  foot  section  of  12-inch  main  installed  by  Mid- 
dlebury  Arms  for  their  apartments  and  about  8000  feet  of  12-inch 
water  main  from  the  terminus  of  Middlebury  Arms  at  East  Grove 
and  Wood  Streets  to  the  Wareham  Street  intersection  installed  by 
Nemasket  Construction  Company  under  a  contract  bid  for  this  line. 
This  involved  the  total  installation  of  17  hydrants  and  gates  and  9 
main  line  gates  as  well  as  the  total  pipe. 

A  fourth  major  project  was  the  installation  of  an  8-inch  main 
from  Everett  Street  to  Forest  Street  along  Isaac  Street  and  from 
Forest  Street  to  the  Forest  Manor  Nursing  Home  of  Isaac  Street 
Extention.  This  was  installed  at  the  expense  of  Forest  Manor 
Nursing  Home  by  their  contractors  and  involved  about  800  feet  of  8- 
inch  main,  400  feet  of  6-inch  main,  two  tapping  sleeves  and  gates  and 
four  other  main  line  gates  at  various  points  along  the  line  as  well  as 
two  hydrant  and  gate  assemblies. 

A  fifth  project  was  the  installation  of  about  350  feet  of  8-inch 
Transite  sewer  main  on  Nemasket  Street  along  with  the  stubs  to  the 
various  homes  along  the  roadway.  This  involved  installation  of  two 
manholes  and  the  tying  into  the  existing  manhole  on  Spring  Street. 

Penetryn  Systems  started  grouting  the  interceptor  line  from 
Mayflower  Avenue  to  the  Sewerage  Plant  but  lack  of  funds  stopped 
the  completion  of  the  project  until  more  funds  can  be  made 
available.  We  have  installed  locking  manholes  or  rings  from  the 
Mayflower  line  to  the  Sewerage  Plant  except  for  those  covers 
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located  in  paved  surfaces  of  the  main  roads  which  we  will  need  to 
use  for  inspection  purposes. 

The  East  Main  Street  Well  was  proven  to  have  lost  pumping 
capacity  as  has  been  suspected  for  some  time.  The  meter  is  being 
corrected  and  the  throat  was  pulled  and  cleaned  by  Ericson  Com¬ 
pany  and  the  maintenance  crew.  Two  tests  by  Whitman  &  Howard 
proved  the  low  pumping  and  plans  are  being  made  to  rejuvenate  the 
well  and  other  connecting  pipe  lines  for  the  next  budget  under 
Whitman  &  Howard  supervision  and  recommendations.  Correction 
for  pumping  figures  are  being  made  to  assure  adequate  and  ac¬ 
curate  pumping  data  in  the  future. 

The  new  Sewerage  Plant  is  supposed  to  begin  construction  this 
spring  and  the  Waste  Water  personnel  are  doing  their  best  to  keep 
the  old  plant  running  as  efficiently  as  age  will  allow.  I  mentioned 
this  in  last  year’s  report  and  am  waiting  for  that  ground-breaking 
event  to  occur. 

All  other  functions  and  duties  of  the  Water  and  Sewer  Division 
were  or  are  being  performed  as  required.  I  would  encourage  the 
Town  to  comply  with  the  Hydraulic  Study  recommendations  and 
appropriate  the  money  needed  to  increase  the  hydraulic  capacity  of 
the  maintenance  system  so  that  more  wells  can  be  utilized  before 
we  run  out  of  water  because  of  insufficient  mains  to  carry  it  to  the 
consumer.

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Report  of  the  Board  of  Health 


To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen 
Town  Hall 

Middleborough,  Massachusetts 
Gentlemen: 

I  herewith  submit  my  sixth  annual  report  as  Health  Officer  and 
summary  of  the  environmental  and  personal  health  programs 
conducted  by  the  Board  of  Health  during  the  calendar  year  ending 
December  31,  1974. 

The  wide  range  of  environmental  and  personal  health  services, 
provided  by  the  Board  of  Health,  are  constantly  re-evaluated  to 
keep  pace  with  change  in  the  community.  As  a  practical  matter 
there  are  priorities  that  have  to  be  met  and  emphasis  on  a  par¬ 
ticular  program  varies  from  one  year  to  another. 

The  considerable  growth  wave,  starting  in  1971,  which  finally 
subsided  during  the  year  1974,  required  a  considerable  amount  of 
the  Health  Officers  time  in  the  review  of  subdivision  plans  that 
would  ordinarily  be  spent  in  Sanitary  Code  enforcement  and 
education.  The  last  of  31  subdivision  proposals  submitted  during  the 
growth  period  to  the  Board  of  Health  for  review  were  processed 
during  the  year.  Regulations  adopted  by  the  Board  of  Health  and 
effective  early  in  1972  required  developers  to  submit  technical  data, 
including  the  results  of  percolation  tests  performed  on  each  in¬ 
dividual  lot  in  a  proposed  subdivision,  in  the  presence  of  the  Health 
Officer,  before  plan  approval  would  be  considered  by  the  Board  of 
Health.  This  procedure  eliminated  a  number  of  plans  determined  to 
be  impractical  due  to  impervious  soil  conditions  or  wetland  before 
they  reached  the  definitive  stage  or  in  other  instances  resulted  in  a 
plan  considerably  reduced  in  scope.  The  regulations  proved  to  be 
effective  in  protecting  the  interests  of  the  community  and 
prospective  homeowners. 

Of  the  186  individual  lots  evaluated  by  the  Health  Officer,  111 
were  determined  to  be  suitable  for  the  subsurface  disposal  of 
sewage  effluents  and  75  were  disapproved. 

Before  building  permits  may  be  issued  in  area’s  that  are  not 
served  by  the  municipal  water  distribution  system,  wells  are 
required  to  be  installed  to  insure  that  the  homeowner  will  have  a 
source  of  water  sufficient  in  yield  and  with  acceptable  bac¬ 
teriological  and  chemical  characteristics.  In  a  number  of  instances, 
wells  were  approved  subject  to  the  installation  of  water  conditioning 
equipment  by  the  builder. 
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A  number  of  surveys  were  conducted  under  the  authority  of 
Article  II  of  the  State  Sanitary  Code,  Minimum  Standards  of  Fitness 
for  Human  Habitation,  particularly  in  the  area  of  multiple  housing. 
As  the  result  of  the  survey  3  single  family  dwellings  and  5  multiple 
dwelling  units  were  condemned  by  the  Board  of  Health. 

During  the  summer  season  inspections  were  conducted  of  the 
several  recreational  camps  facilities  for  children  located  on 
Tispaquin  and  Woods  Ponds.  The  Public  Health  Nurses  assist  the 
Health  Officer  with  the  inspection,  reviewing  required  medical 
facilities  and  procedures  with  the  camp  nurses  and  opening  lines  of 
communication  important  in  communicable  disease  control. 

In  the  area  of  veterinary  public  health,  the  Board  of  Health  was 
co-sponsor  with  the  Pocksha  Canine  Club  of  a  well  attended  Rabies 
Clinic  held  in  the  Knights  of  Columbus  hall. 

Public  and  semi-public  swimming  pools  can  be  a  source  of 
problems.  Water  samples  were  collected  for  bacteriological 
analysis  on  a  weekly  basis  during  much  of  the  summer.  The 
chlorine  residual  was  also  checked  and  in  a  number  of  instances 
found  to  be  0.  Early  in  the  season  a  number  of  persons  experienced 
ear  problems  traced  to  a  pathogen  bacillus,  pseudomas  aerogen, 
found  in  fresh  and  salt  water.  Chlorine  residuals  were  raised  during 
the  evening  hours  to  destroy  some  of  the  more  resistant  bacteria. 

Investigations  were  conducted  in  the  area  of  acute  enteric 
disease.  Salmonella  food  poisoning  infections  were  followed  up  by 
both  the  Health  Officer  and  nurse.  In  the  first  instance  to  attempt  to 
locate  the  source  of  infection  and  in  the  second  to  follow  up 
laboratory  analysis  reports  until  the  patient  was  negative.  A  food 
handler,  in  the  school  system,  was  instructed  to  discontinue  em¬ 
ployment  until  her  child’s  specimen  was  negative. 

A  roadside  clean-up  effort  was  organized  with  volunteers. 
Although  several  truckloads  were  collected,  the  effort  could  only  be 
considered  to  be  token.  The  density  of  litter  on  Old  Centre  Street 
averaged  a  can  or  bottle  every  5  feet  to  a  depth  in  excess  of  20  feet 
from  the  roadway. 

'  The  routine  inspection  of  eating  establishments  continues  to  be 
a  productive  area  in  the  environmental  health  program.  In  some 
instances  operational  equipment  is  found  to  be  inadequately 
maintained  and  in  an  unsanitary  condition.  Effective  sanitation  of 
utensils  requires  wash  water  temperatures,  when  hot  water  is  relied 
upon  for  sanitation,  of  at  least  180  F.  Sanitation  of  utensils  may  also 
be  accomplished  by  the  use  of  chemical  sanitizing  agents  providing 
the  equivalent  bactericidal  effect  of  a  solution  containing  not  less 
than  50  parts  per  million  of  available  chlorine.  Careless  practice  in 
this  area  is  not  unusual.  It  is  important  that  persons  employed  in 
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food  service  understand  the  reason  for  the  regulations  they  are 
required  to  comply  with.  The  inspection  program  is  therefore 
primarily  educational  in  nature. 

Inspections  were  conducted  to  insure  that  milk  products  are 
properly  protected  in  storage  with  emphasis  placed  on  refrigeration 
and  sanitary  conditions.  Samples  were  also  collected  for  bacterial 
analysis  to  determine  conformity  with  established  standards. 
During  the  year  1974,  79  store  licenses  were  issued  and  10  milk 
dealer  vehicle  licenses. 

As  part  of  the  tuberculosis  control  program  a  Mantoux  (skin 
test)  clinic  was  held  monthly  by  the  health  nurse  in  the  Board  of 
Health  office.  During  the  year  163  persons  were  screened  at  the 
clinic.  Appointment  to  attend  the  chest  x-ray  clinic  held  on  a 
monthly  basis  at  St.  Lukes  Hospital  is  the  responsibility  of  the 
health  department  and  includes  residents  of  both  Carver  and 
Lakeville.  The  town  now  receives  reimbursement  for  the  services  of 
the  nurse  and  secretary. 

The  lead  paint  poisoning  prevention  and  control  act  of  1971 
authorized  the  undertaking  of  a  comprehensive  attack  on  the 
problem  of  lead  paint  poisoning  in  children.  The  authority  is  con¬ 
tained  in  Sections  190-199  of  Chapter  111  of  the  General  Laws. 
Section  190  created  a  director  of  lead  poisoning  control  within  the 
Department  of  Public  Health.  Lead  poisoning  may  result  in  brain 
damage  with  physical  and  mental  handicaps.  Lifetime  state  in¬ 
stitutional  care  for  one  mentally  retarded  child  is  estimated  to  cost 
$200,000.00.  This  amount  is  one-third  the  estimated  cost  of  a  state¬ 
wide  screening  program  for  the  first  year.  Children  under  the  age  of 
six  are  particularly  susceptible  and  they  may  be  from  any  socio¬ 
economic  level.  Prevention  and  control  measures  include  yearly 
blood  tests  of  all  children  under  the  age  of  six,  follow-up  of  all 
children  determined  to  have  an  elevated  blood  lead  level  and 
detection  and  correction  of  sources  of  lead  poisoning  in  the  child’s 
environment.  The  screening  is  done  by  collecting  a  small  sample  of 
blood  from  a  quick  finger  stick.  The  Board  of  Health  conducted  the 
first  of  several  clinics  in  September  1974.  To  the  end  of  the  year  the 
department  was  able  to  screen  321  children.  Laboratory  services 
and  materials  were  provided  by  the  State  Department  of  Public 
Health.  In  several  instances  children  with  elevated  lead  levels  were 
referred  to  their  pediatrician. 

During  1974  there  was  a  significant  increase  in  the  number  of 
patient  referrals  to  the  department  for  the  services  of  the  Public 
Health  Nurses.  In  the  medical  surgical  category  1094  home  visits 
were  made,  an  increase  of  62  per  cent  over  the  previous  year. 
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In  order  to  determine  the  health  service  needs  of  the  com¬ 
munity,  the  Public  Health  Nurses  conducted  a  comprehensive 
survey  of  the  St.  Lukes  Medical  Staff.  Seven  physicians  were  in¬ 
terviewed  during  October  and  November.  The  interview  was  in¬ 
formal  and  provided  an  overall  view  of  the  medical  community.  The 
cooperation  of  all  the  physicians  approached  was  very  much  ap¬ 
preciated. 

The  Health  Officer  and  Nurses  attended  the  very  productive 
meetings  held  throughout  the  fall  season  at  St.  Lukes  Hospital, 
arranged  by  Mr.  Franklin  Jay  administrator,  in  an  effort  to  im¬ 
prove  communications  between  the  several  agencies  involved  in 
health  matters  in  the  community.

Report  of  the  Public  Health  Nurses 

With  the  resignation  of  Constance  Johnson  in  early  May,  the 
Public  Health  Nurse  programwas  carriedon  by  Doris  Balonis  until 
August.  Since  August  there  have  been  2  Public  Health  Nurses.  Mary 
McMullen  full  time  and  Doris  Balonis  part  time.  This  arrangement 
has  allowed  us  to  adequately  meet  the  nursing  needs  of  clients 
presently  being  referred  to  us  by  their  private  physicians,  public 
and  private  agencies,  schools  and  even  self-referrals. 

There  has  been  a  62  per  cent  increase  in  the  number  of  medical- 
surgical  visits.  These  visits  are  made  following  receipt  of  doctor’s 
orders  for  specific  treatment. 

There  has  been  a  considerable  increase  in  the  number  of  health 
supervision  and  education  visits.  A  large  number  of  these  visits  are 
to  people  who  call  us  themselves,  looking  for  help.  Anyone  calling  in 
for  assistance  is  visited  for  an  evaluation,  after  which  appropriate 
action  is  taken.  Many  of  these  visits  are  crisis  intervention  visits. 

In  the  area  of  Maternal-Child  Health,  St.  Lukes  Hospital  is 
coordinating  pre-natal  classes  and  we  are  conducting  a  newborn 
visit  program.  The  pros  and  cons  of  developing  a  well  child  con¬ 
ference  are  under  consideration  but  this  does  not  seem  to  be  an 
advisable  undertaking  at  this  time.  A  monthly  pre-school  clinic  is 
being  conducted  at  which  children  may  be  immunized  or  screened 
for  lead.  We  are  now  using  the  new  trivalent  vaccine  which  gives 
measles-mumps-rubella  immunity  in  one  injection.  The  single 
vaccines  are  being  phased  out  by  the  Massachusetts  Department  of 
Public  Health. 
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Routine  clinics  continued  in  1974  included: 

1.  Monthly  Mantoux  and  chest  clinics  for  tuberculosis  control. 

2.  Monthly  blood  pressure  and  weight  clinic  for  elderly. 

3.  Flu  clinic  for  adults  50  and  over. 

4.  Lazy  eye  clinic. 

5.  Breast  and  cervical  cancer  clinic. 

A  new  program  for  1974  was  the  lead  poison  screening  program 
in  which  321  were  screened  with  1  child  receiving  treatment  for  lead 
poisoning,  3  receiving  further  blood  work  and  x-ray  follow-up  and  8 
being  observed  for  lead  level  changes.  In  follow-up  for  sources  of 
contamination,  three  homes  were  found  to  have  abnormally  high 
levels  of  lead  in  peeling  paint.  Once  the  source  is  found  and 
eliminated  the  child’s  lead  level  begins  to  go  down.  We  will  continue 
to  expand  this  program. 

It  is  our  intention  to  promote  health  education.  We  began  with 
our  lead  screening  to  provide  educational  information  in  addition  to 
our  advertising.  Also,  in  cooperation  with  St.  Lukes  Hospital,  lec¬ 
tures  on  various  health  topics  are  being  scheduled  for  1975. 

Follow-up  on  communicable  diseases  for  1974  included  cases  of : 
streptococcal  sore  throat,  scarlet  fever,  salmonella,  influenza 
meningitis,  equine  encephalitis,  hepatitis  and  swimming  pool 
related  ear  infections. 

We  are  also  available  to  assist  the  health  officer  in  camp  in¬ 
spections  and  in  housing  inspection  where  the  sanitary  conditions 
are  adversely  affecting  the  health  of  the  occupants.

A  horse  owner’s  responsibility  lies  in  areas  of  good  housing, 
good  care,  attention  to  the  health  of  his  animal  and  consideration  for 
his  neighbors,  not  all  of  whom  understand  the  appeal  of  a  good 
horse.  Properly  kept  horses  are  excellent  neighbors.  Poor  manure 
management  can  generate  a  strong  odor.  Though  it  is  one  of  normal 
natural  decomposition,  it  can  offend  a  non-horse  owning  neighbor, 
and  for  this  reason  alone  it  should  be  avoided. 

In  warm  weather  fly  control  around  the  entire  area  should  be 
rigid.  Flies  are  a  nuisance  to  the  horse,  the  horse  owner,  and  to 
neighbors. 

The  Division  of  Animal  Health  has  enacted  rules  and 
regulations  governing  stables  with  horses  for  hire,  and  horseback 
riding  instructors,  which  for  the  first  time  require  licenses.  Annual 
protective  shots  against  sleeping  sickness  (Eastern-Western  En¬ 
cephalomyelitis)  and  tetanus  (lock  jaw)  should  be  scheduled  by 
horse  owners.  Owners  should  keep  abreast  of  all  developments  and 
laws  affecting  horse  health.  Horses  coming  into  Massachusetts 
require  Health  Certificates  and  negative  Coggins  Tests,  which 
signify  that  the  horse  was  free  from  Equine  Infectious  Anemia, 
commonly  called  swamp  fever.  It  is  strongly  suggested  that  no  one 
purchase  any  horse  or  pony  without  a  negative  Coggins  Test.  A 
country  wide  effort  is  now  being  made  to  control  this  disease,  for 
which  there  is  no  known  cure. 

Animal  bites  continue  to  be  a  problem  and  everyone  should  take 
advantage  of  the  Rabies  Clinic  held  each  spring  by  the  Health  Dept.

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Report  of  the  Park  Department 

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen: 

The  most  important  event  for  us  this  year  was  the  occupancy  of 
our  New  Field  House  and  administrative  offices,  constructed 
because  of  the  fire  to  the  old  building.  After  two  years  of  very 
inadequate  operating  facilities,  we  looked  forward  to  occupying  our 
new  home  with  great  anticipation.  The  building  has  made  it  more 
convenient  for  townspeople  to  transact  their  business  with  the  Park 
Department.  The  new  building  is  also  being  used  by  several  other 
groups  in  town  for  their  periodic  meetings.  New  furnishings  and 
equipment  were  provided  through  revenue  sharing. 

Revenue  sharing  funds  also  were  responsible  for  other  Park 
improvements.  New  steel  doors  were  installed  in  the  poolhouse.  The 
parking  area  in  front  of  the  New  Field  House  was  resurfaced.  The 
tennis  court  at  the  West  Side  was  resurfaced  and  fenced. 

Other  facility  improvements  included  the  installation  of  a  new 
butterfly  valve  and  reconditioning  of  the  motors  for  the  re¬ 
circulator.  We  are  also  in  the  process  of  renovating  the  re-circulator 
room;  painting  of  the  walls  and  pipes,  installation  of  a  heater  to 
better  preserve  the  motors,  and  insulation  of  the  ceiling. 

In  the  area  of  activities,  we  are  in  the  process  of  providing  equal 
opportunities  for  women  to  participate  the  same  as  for  men.  Our 
tennis  lessons  for  women,  in  its  second  year,  continues  to  attract  an 
increased  number  of  women.  The  Middleboro  Tennis  Association, 
with  whom  we  are  closely  allied,  is  providing  equal  tourneys  for 
men  and  women.  The  Department  organized  a  four-team  women’s 
softball  league  for  summer  play,  and  their  hopes  are  that  it  be 
organized  the  same  as  for  men  and  to  start  in  the  spring.  There  is  a 
need  to  provide  an  activities  supervisor  for  younger  girls  and  soft- 
ball,  the  same  as  we  provide  for  boys  and  farm  league. 

The  men’s  slow  and  fast  pitch  leagues  continue  their  popularity. 
Softball  play  was  enhanced  in  all  aspects  with  the  installation  of  a 
nylon  fence  by  the  Department. 

With  the  fine  leadership  of  Mr.  Joseph  Peters  and  other  Little 
League  adults,  the  Department  again  sponsored  the  Thomas  S. 
Peirce  twi-light  league  for  boys  up  to  fifteen  years  of  age.  Four 
teams  played  twice  a  week.  There  is  a  possibility  that  this  league 
could  expand  to  more  teams,  if  adult  leadership  can  be  found. 

Our  swimming  pool  continues  to  be  the  most  popular  facility, 
complete  Red  Cross  swimming  lessons  program  is  offered  to  our 
townspeople.  Besides  recreational  swimming,  this  year  we  in- 
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troduced  a  very  popular  course  in  canoeing,  which  attracted  both 
youngsters  and  adults. 

Other  activities  besides  the  ones  mentioned  above  include 
Kiddie  Korners  at  both  the  Thomas  S.  Peirce  and  West  Side 
playgrounds,  crafts,  archery  lessons,  and  basketball  evenings  at  the 
Skating  Rink.  Our  special  events  program  includes  pet,  costume, 
beauty,  doll,  carriage,  and  truck  show,  Olympics,  and  an  awards 
day  to  end  the  summer  season.  The  Fourth  of  July  program  is  a 
fixture  and  attracts  many  people.  The  water  show  at  the  end  of  the 
swimming  lessons  season  demonstrates  the  progress  of  youngsters 
in  this  category.  Outside  shows  brought  to  Middleboro  every 
summer  include  the  Boston  Children’s  Theatre  and  the  Zoomobile. 
This  year  we  added  the  Dorothy  Rankin  Rag  Bag  Annie  and  Puppet 
Show  and  it  was  well-received. 

The  West  Side  program  includes  Kiddie  Korner  and  other  ac¬ 
tivities  for  youngsters  mornings.  With  the  improvements  and  fence 
added  to  the  tennis  court  there,  an  attempt  will  be  made  in  1975  to 
increase  activities  in  the  area. 

Our  winter  skating  program  at  the  rink  was  hampered 
somewhat  by  the  mild  winter.  Many  youngsters  use  the  hills  behind 
the  field  house  for  sledding  and  skiing. 

Bus  routes  bringing  in  youngsters  from  the  outlying  districts  of 
Middleboro  were  revised  and  increased  to  accommodate  more 
youngsters. 

After  much  debate  concerning  the  elimination  of  the  ten  cents 
turnstile  fee,  both  the  Park  Board  and  Board  of  Selectmen  con¬ 
curred  in  its  elimination  for  a  trial  period.  This  action  has  not 
caused  any  problems,  eliminated  some,  and  probably  will  be  con¬ 
tinued  in  the  future. 

Our  staff,  composed  of  Middleboro  adults,  college  and  high 
school  students,  was  well-qualified  and  did  an  outstanding  job. 

The  Department  cooperated  with  the  Neighborhood  Youth  Corp 
and  was  assigned  twelve  youths,  both  boys  and  girls,  for  em¬ 
ployment  as  activities  supervisors,  maintenance  workers,  and  field 
house  attendants.  Our  grounds,  service,  and  supervision  were  more 
efficiently  operated  because  of  their  presence. 

The  Peirce  Trustees,  besides  furnishing  us  with  several 
thousand  dollars  for  pool  paint  and  salaries,  this  year  purchased  for 
us  an  automatic  pool  vacuum  cleaner  for  more  efficient  pool 
maintenance. 

Our  recreational  program  and  facilities  continue  to  be  one  of  the 
finest  in  the  area,  thanks  to  the  interest  and  support  of  the  people  of 
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Middleborough,  its  government  officials,  the  Peirce  Trustees,  and 
the  Park  Board.

The  Plymouth  County  Cooperative  Extension  Service’s  office  is 
located  on  High  Street,  Hanson  and  can  be  reached  by  calling  293- 
3541  or  447-5946. 

This  is  repetitious  but  for  the  information  of  new  residents,  we 
are  the  educational  arm  of  the  University  of  Massachusetts  and  the 
U.S.D.A.  at  the  county  level.  This  is  where  the  name  “Cooperative 
Extension”  is  derived. 

We  have  many  and  varied  educational  programs. 

Free  bulletins  are  on  display  at  our  office  on  lawn  care,  gar¬ 
dening,  nutrition,  home  canning  and  freezing,  to  name  just  a  few.  If 
you  pass  our  office  on  your  travels,  stop  and  visit  us. 

The  number  of  soil  samples  tested  continues  to  increase  each 
year  which  is  a  free  service  to  the  Plymouth  County  residents.  This 
year,  with  more  gardeners,  we  were  swamped  with  soil  samples. 

Posters  and  leaflets  describing  our  staff  services  have  been 
placed  in  every  town  hall  and  library  in  the  county  along  with  timely 
leaflets  for  distribution.  With  more  food  production  and  preser¬ 
vation  by  home  gardeners,  our  Home  Economists  are  available  for 
advice.  Citizens  are  encouraged  to  bring  to  the  attention  of  their 
Town  Director  any  suggestions  to  improve  our  services. 

Plymouth  County  continues  to  have  the  most  active  4-H 
Program  in  Massachusetts.  Increased  enrollment  continues  in  our 
new  Urban  4-H  program  and  we  have  had  added  to  our  staff  a  new 
associate  4-H  Agent’s  position.  4-H  has  become  more  than  just 
“cows  and  cookies”  and  varied  programs  are  available  for  all 
young  people. 
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Through  our  Nutrition  Program  in  Brockton  we  have  made 
available  to  every  town  “Mulligan  Stew”  film,  an  excellent  source 
of  nutrition  lessons  for  young  people. 

Our  Life  and  Earth  4-H  Science  Projects  such  as  Embryology 
and  Ocean  Science  are  being  made  available  to  all  of  Plymouth 
County’s  School  Systems. 

In  addition  to  our  regular  staff,  we  have  five  Regional  Com¬ 
munity  Development  Specialists  who  work  closely  with  all  the  towns 
on  varied  projects  and  are  available  for  assistance  to  all  towns.

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SRPEDD  Commissioners’  Report 


Middleborough  continued  its  membership  and  participation  in 
the  Southeastern  Regional  Planning  and  Economic  Development 
District  through  1974. 

SRPEDD  is  one  of  thirteen  regional  planning  agencies  in  the 
Commonwealth  formed  in  accordance  with  Chapter  40B  of  the 
Massachusetts  General  Laws.  Middleborough  is  one  of  thirty 
municipalities  included  within  this  region  or  district. 

The  District  Commission,  composed  of  two  representatives 
from  each  community,  employs  and  provides  policy  guidance  to  a 
full-time  staff  (about  thirty  persons  currently)  to  coordinate  and 
direct  an  orderly  development  of  the  region  for  the  general  welfare 
and  prosperity  of  its  citizens.  The  agency  provides  a  forum  and 
opportunity  for  communities  to  make  plans  together  in  order  to  deal 
with  matters  of  mutual  and  regional  interest. 

Middleborough’s  assessment  (on  the  basis  of  15  cents  per 
capita)  was  $2,041.05  to  the  District’s  overall  assessment  of  $75,000 
to  its  member  communities.  Federal  grants  contributed  heavily  to 
raise  the  total  annual  budget  for  operations  to  $515,000. 

The  SRPEDD  office,  now  located  at  68  Winthrop  Street  in 
Taunton  will  be  relocated  in  1975  to  an  industrial  park  site  in 
Marion. 

Direct  assistance  to  Middleborough  from  the  District  staff  was 
received  in  the  following  areas  on  request:  information  concerning 
the  federal  flood  insurance  program,  use  of  revenue  sharing 
monies,  recycling  and  resource  recovery,  and  cluster  zoning. 
Project  assistance  has  been  requested  for  work  next  year  on  a 
landfill  management  plan  as  well  as  a  street  numbering  proposal. 

In  addition,  the  town  participated  with  the  District  in  planning 
for  transportation,  water  supply,  waste  disposal,  land  use,  housing, 
and  most  important,  economic  development  of  the  region  as  a 
whole.  Receipt  of  federal  money  for  the  Sewerage  treatment  plant 
expansion,  in  particular,  was  contingent  on  its  compatibility  with 
the  District  overall  plan.

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Report  of  the  Public  Library 

To  the  President  of  the  Board  of  Trustees: 

Middleborough  Public  Library 

As  1974  draws  to  a  close,  we  are  completing  two  large  important 
projects.  These  have  both  been  accomplished  with  revenue 
sharing  money. 

The  first,  which  has  been  completed,  is  the  roof  on  the  main  part 
of  the  building.  It  has  been  re-shingled  with  asphalt  shingles  and  the 
gutters  have  been  relined  with  copper  and  new  copper  downspouts. 
The  Merrick  Engineering  Co.,  Inc.  of  Halifax  and  Brockton  did  the 
work. 

The  other  project  is  nearing  completion.  This  is  the  room  for 
high  school  patrons.  The  room  itself  is  done.  We  are  in  the  process 
of  moving  books  and  other  materials  down  into  the  room.  It  will  be 
ready  to  open  in  a  few  weeks. 

The  Trustees  are  very  pleased  with  the  results  of  these  two 
projects.  The  library  has  needed  a  new  roof  for  several  years.  The 
making  over  of  a  dusty  basement  area  into  a  most  attractive  room 
gives  one  a  feeling  of  real  accomplishment. 

The  library  continues  to  be  a  part  of  the  Eastern  Regional 
System.  Boston  is  our  regional  center  and  Taunton  is  our 
subregional  center.  We  are  grateful  to  the  staff  at  Taunton  Public 
Library  for  the  fine  service  that  they  give  us. 

During  the  year,  staff  members  have  attended  several 
meetings  on  young  adult  services  in  anticipation  of  the  opening  of 
the  new  room.  We  hope  to  have  many  things  of  interest  to  young 
people. 

During  the  hours  that  the  high  school  people  are  in  school,  we 
hope  to  use  the  room  for  special  programs  for  other  age  groups, 
such  as  senior  citizens. 

The  children’s  room  has  had  a  number  of  special  programs  and 
activities  during  the  year.  Each  Tuesday,  with  the  exception  of  July 
and  August,,  the  children’s  librarian  and  her  assistant  have  told 
stories  to  pre-school  children.  This  was  most  enthusiastically 
received. 

A  summer  reading  club  was  held  during  July  and  August  for 
children  in  grades  three  through  six.  The  theme  was  a  pirates’ 
treasure  hunt.  Each  child  was  required  to  read  at  least  five  books 
and  to  complete  specified  projects.  Stories  were  told  to  children  in 
grades  one  and  two. 

We  had  a  poster  contest  for  children  which  had  to  be  completed 
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by  book  week. Each  contestant  was  expected  to  incorporate  the  Book 
week  theme,  “Books  For  All  Reasons,”  into  his  or  her  poster.  The 
winners  were  Christopher  Chaplic,  Tammie  Saunders,  Tracy  Mann, 
and  Mary  McLeod.  Children  have  displayed  their  hobbies  in  our 
show  case  during  the  year.  We  hope  to  continue  these  activities  and 
add  to  them  during  1975. 

We  continue  to  supply  library  service  to  the  hospital  and  to 
several  rest  homes.  We  also  continue  to  keep  the  branch  library  at 
Pratt  Free  School  open  one  afternoon  each  week  during  the  school 
year.  This  is  most  gratifying  as  the  children  borrow  books  with 
great  enthusiasm. 

The  South  Middleboro  Branch  was  closed  during  this  year  and 
all  books  returned  to  the  main  library.  It  had  become  impossible  to 
find  reliable  volunteers  to  man  the  library  and  it  wasn’t  used  enough 
to  merit  sending  someone  from  the  main  library.  The  decision  to 
close  it  was  made  with  sadness  as  it  had  been,  for  many  years,  a 
busy  little  library.  The  library  trustees  wish  to  thank,  again,  all 
those  who,  through  the  years,  have  contributed  in  any  way  in 
keeping  it  open. 

The  library  trustees  also  wish  to  extend  their  thanks  to  all 
donors  of  books,  magazines,  records  and  other  library  materials. 

We  all  look  forward  to  the  new  year  and  the  opening  of  the  new 
room  and  the  many  things  we  hope  to  accomplish  there  and 
throughout  the  library.

Middleborough  Historical  Commission 


The  Historical  Commission  for  the  Town  of  Middleborough  was 
established  by  the  Special  Town  Meeting  Nov.  26, 1973  in  accordance 
with  the  General  Law. 

The  function  of  this  Commission  is  to  research  and  establish 
sites  of  historic  value  within  the  town  of  Middleborough. 

As  a  result  of  this  Commission’s  work  several  sites  of  historic 
value  will  be  listed  in  the  State  Historic  Preservation  Plan. 

This  Historical  Commission  also  performs  the  duties  of  the 
Historic  District  Study  Committee  as  appointed  by  the  Mid¬ 
dleborough  Board  of  Selectmen.  Many  hours  were  spent  in  an  effort 
to  establish  the  Eddyville  section  of  Middleborough  as  an  Historic 
District.  This  work  was  discontinued  due  to  the  concern  of  some  of 
the  property  owners  that  their  individual  rights  might  be  infringed 
upon.  The  photographs,  maps,  descriptions  of  the  proposed  Eddy¬ 
ville  District  have  been  filed  with  the  hope  that  at  a  later  date  in¬ 
terest  might  be  raised  in  one  of  Middleborough’s  most  important 
historic  sites.

Report  of  the  Conservation  Commission 


To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen: 

The  Conservation  Commission  has  continued  to  work  through 
General  Law  Chapter  131,  Section  40  (the  Wetlands  Protection  Act). 
A  number  of  wetland  determinations  were  made.  Several  hearings 

were  held  in  compliance  with  the  law.  Violations  in  wetlands  were 
acted  on  when  they  came  to  the  Commission’s  attention. 

The  Commission  has  continued  its  effort  to  have  the 
agricultural  exemption  to  the  Wetlands  Protection  Act  changed.  In 
August  the  law  was  changed  some.  Also  regulations  were 
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promulgated  by  the  Commissioner  of  Natural  Resources  to  help  in 
administering  this  law.  These  regulations  clarify  many  of  the 
questions  regarding  Chapter  131,  Section  40. 

The  Open  Space  and  Recreation  Plan  has  been  completed  by  the 
Harvard  University  Dept,  of  Landscape  Architecture.  This  involved 
the  Conservation  Commission  in  area  meetings  with  townspeople, 
surveys,  field  work,  meetings  with  other  town  boards  and  meetings 
with  the  Harvard  group.  The  plan  looks  like  a  good  working  tool  for 
the  Town  and  the  Commission  is  very  pleased  with  it. 

The  first  stages  of  planning  for  the  Nemasket  River  En¬ 
vironmental  Corridor  have  begun.  This  will  be  a  plan  that  considers 
all  municipal  property  from  the  lakes  to  the  Taunton  River,,  in¬ 
cluding  the  Fall  Brook.  The  plan  is  being  done  by  the  Commission 
and  the  Soils  Conservation  Service  under  the  Resource,  Con¬ 
servation  and  Development  Program. 

Work  was  done  by  the  Commission  on  a  temporary  fish  ladder 
at  Oliver  Mill.  Planning  and  engineering  for  a  permanent  ladder 
have  begun.

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Report  of  Bristol-Plymouth  Regional 
Technical  School  Committee 


I  herewith  submit  my  seventh  annual  report  to  the  citizens  of 
Bristol-Plymouth  Regional  Technical  School  District. 

The  school  committee  held  twenty-four  regular  meetings. 
Additional  meetings  were  held  for  formulating  the  budget  and  work 
by  the  salary  committee. 

The  officers  re-elected  at  our  annual  meeting  were:  Donald  K. 
Atkins,  Chairman,  Middleborough;  William  R.  Powers,  Vice 
Chairman,  Raynham;  L.  Allen  Freeman,  Treasurer;  and  Caroline 
Tripp,  Clerk. 

Mr.  Kenneth  Custy,  Assistant  Superintendent-Director  of 
Bristol-Plymouth,  resigned  this  position  to  accept  that  of 
Superintendent-Director  of  the  Tri-County  Regional  Technical 
School  District.  Mr.  Custy’s  resignation  was  accepted  with  regret 
by  the  committee,  as  he  had  served  Bristol-Plymouth  with  sincere 
dedication  since  October,  1972. 

Mr.  Daniel  Saunders,  Curriculum  Coordinator  at  Bristol- 
Plymouth,  was  elected  to  the  position  of  Assistant  Superintendent- 
Director  and  is  showing  good  ability  in  this  position. 

A  new  course,  Industrial  Plant  Maintenance,  was  added  to  our 
curriculum  and  it  is  proving  most  popular.  James  DiVincenzo  is  the 
shop  instructor. 

Mrs.  Jean  Whelan  has  been  elected  to  our  guidance  staff  and  is 
making  an  excellent  contribution  as  counselor  to  our  students. 

Mr.  Albert  Palmieri  of  our  physical  education  staff  was 
elevated  to  the  postion  of  Athletic  Director.  His  department  is  both 
active  and  successful. 

Mr.  John  Correia  and  Mr.  Donald  Sullivan  have  taken  over  the 
duties  of  curriculum  coordinators  for  shop  and  academic  subjects, 
and  their  contributions  are  being  felt  daily. 

The  Bristol-Plymouth  Regional  Technical  High  School  has 
begun  implementation  of  the  state’s  new  comprehensive  special 
education  law,  Chapter  766.  A  Special  Needs  Coordinator,  Mr.  Peter 
Rickard,  has  been  appointed  to  coordinate  the  school’s  efforts  in 
evaluating  students  with  special  needs  who  are  presently  enrolled  in 
the  school  and  in  preparing  educational  plans  for  those  students  who 
may  need  special  educational  assistance.  Mr.  Rickard  has  the  sole 
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responsibility  for  the  implementation  of  Chapter  766,  and  is  making 
an  outstanding  contribution  in  a  very  sensitive  area.  The  cost  of 
supervising  766  is  being  compensated  by  a  federal  grant. 

The  Evening  School  at  Bristol-Plymouth  registered  over  1500 
students  in  30  different  courses  in  the  occupational  and  craft  areas. 
As  a  community  service  to  the  region,  the  school  is  open  four  nights 
per  week  for  twenty  weeks.  In  addition  to  the  regular  program,  a 
General  Education  Development  Program  has  been  instituted  for 
adults  who  wish  to  obtain  their  high  school  diplomas. 

The  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts  sponsored  a  Manpower 
Development  Program  with  Federal  funds.  It  was  a  six  months 
course  in  training  twelve  men  in  the  field  of  carpentry.  Eleven  were 
placed  in  industry  and  are  earning  good  salaries  in  their  chosen 
field. 

A  very  interesting  course  that  Bristol-Plymouth  developed  for 
the  Department  of  Public  Works  was  one  to  up-grade  the  skills  of 
their  automobile  mechanics.  This  was  conducted  in  our  automotive 
department  from  three  to  five-thirty  p.m.,  two  afternoons  a  week. 
Also,  our  course  was  used  in  the  Springfield  area  because  of  its 
success  at  Bristol-Plymouth.  Ohio  University  has  asked  if  they 
might  use  our  curriculum  for  one  of  their  offerings. 

The  Energy  Conservation  Corps,  of  Washington,  D.C., 
presented  a  program  at  our  school  and  invited  area  students  to 
participate.  Bristol-Plymouth  was  the  only  secondary  school  in  New 
England  presenting  this  program. 

In  the  area  of  donated  equipment,  we  are  indebted  to  the 
Massachusetts  Department  of  Education,  Division  of  Surplus 
Equipment  for  office  furniture  and  sheet  steel  and  aluminum  for  our 
metal  fabrication  department  and  to  the  Public  Service  Company  in 
Taunton  for  the  donation  of  data  processing  equipment.  The  Boston 
Globe  was  generous  in  donating  a  linotype  machine  to  our  graphic 
arts  department. 

Bristol-Plymouth  certainly  subscribes  to  the  philosophy  that 
our  students  learn  by  doing.  They  have  been  engaged  in  jobs  worth 
over  $104,000  in  commercial  value,  work  having  commercial  value 
of  almost  five  thousand  dollars  for  our  municipalities,  and  work 
with  a  commercial  value  of  over  one  thousand  dollars  for  Non-Profit 
organizations. 

Your  Superintendent-Director  had  the  pleasure  of  working  with 
other  Superintendent-Directors  in  bringing  House  Bill  6477  to  its 
fruition.  This  bill  gives  sixty -five  percent  state  aid  for  post-graduate 
courses. 
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The  school  is  reaching  its  maximum  with  707  students  in  the 
under-graduate  school  and  77  students  in  the  post-graduate  school, 
giving  a  total  of  784  students.  The  Attendance  record  at  our  school  is 
an  excellent  one,  with  ninety-four  percent  attendance  for  the  school 
year.  This  can  not  only  be  attributed  to  the  fine  cooperation  of  our 
students  and  their  excellent  parents,  but  also  to  the  follow-up 
program  that  is  executed  by  our  school  nurse,  Mrs.  Jane  Whitte- 
more. 

Again,  we  wish  to  report  the  success  of  our  summer  pre- 
vocational  program  and  its  sincere  acceptance  by  the  parents  and 
students.  This  too  was  made  possible  by  a  federal  grant. 

The  State  office  has  been  complimentary  with  their  many 
letters  of  commendation  concerning  our  school.  The  local  industries 
that  accept  our  graduates  and  under-graduates  and  have  given 
them  a  chance  to  succeed  have  been  most  generous.  Our  fine 
parents,  who  cooperate  with  us  daily  to  make  Bristol-Plymouth  the 
kind  of  school  that  makes  us  all  so  proud,  are  probably  the  finest 
assets  we  possess. 

We  are  pleased  with  the  satisfaction  expressed  by  the  citizenry 
regarding  the  standards  and  operation  of  Bristol-Plymouth.  We 
shall  continue  to  strive  to  keep  it  the  finest  technical  school  in  the 
state.

Report  of  the 

Middleboro  Council  on  Aging 

The  Council  held  twenty-two  meetings  during  the  calendar  year. 
This  has  been  a  year  of  change  for  the  Council  and  the  Senior 
Citizens  of  Middleborough.  New  federal  and  state  programs  have 
been  initiated  requiring  a  great  deal  more  action  by  the  Council. 

The  Council  and  the  elderly  are  grateful  for  the  generosity  of 
Cannon  Buick,  L.H.  Chace  Co.,  Art’s  Auto  Sales,  Pilgrim  Auto  Sales, 
Stanley  Motor  Sales,  and  Middleboro  Ford  for  the  donation  of  a 
large  bus.  We  also  appreciate  the  use  of  a  mini  bus  made  available 
by  the  Selectmen.  These  two  buses  have  been  used  to  provide  trans¬ 
portation  to  meetings,  shopping  centers,  doctor,  visits,  hot  lunches, 
and  recreational  trips.  The  minibus  operates  five  days  per  week 
covering  all  areas  of  the  town. 

The  Council  has  been  very  active  in  its  efforts  to  obtain  a  Multi- 
Service  Center  for  the  elderly.  Through  its  efforts  and  with  the  aid 
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and  advice  of  the  Steering  Committee  plus  twenty-six  local  clubs 
and  organizations, the  Senior  Citizens  can  expect  the  Center  in 
operation  in  1976. 

The  Council  has  operated  the  Drop-In  Center  for  the  eighth 
year.  The  use  of  the  Center  has  increased  immeasurably  and  has 
outgrown  its  capacity.  Hopefully,  the  Multi-Service  Center  will 
alleviate  this  condition. 

The  Council  members  have  attended  seven  regional  and  state 
meetings  pertinent  to  elder  affairs. 

The  Council  has  been  active  in  efforts  to  provide  a  hot  lunch 
program  for  Senior  Citizens.  We  hope  to  expand  the  present  one  hot 
lunch  per  month  to  a  five  day  hot  meal  program  per  week.  At  the 
present  time  a  three  day  per  week  hot  lunch  is  to  be  started  in 
February.  We  strongly  recommend  that  five  hot  lunches  per  week 
should  be  made  available  to  the  elderly  shut-ins. 

Statistics 

a)  Mini-bus  trips  —  5  regular  trips  weekly  —  30  individual  trips 
weekly. 

b)  Large  bus  trips  —  weekly  bowling  trips  and  shopping  and 
recreational  trips  occasionally. 

c)  Attendance  at  Drop-In  Center  —  30  daily  average. 

d)  Hot  lunch  attendance  —  110  average  each  meal. 

e)  Private  bus  hire  —  5  trips  to  meetings  for  elder  affairs  and 
tours. 

Without  the  full  cooperation  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  the 
Finance  Committee,  the  Town  Manager,  the  School  Department, 
the  Housing  Authority,  local  clubs  and  organizations,  and  in¬ 
terested  towns  people, the  programs  and  objectives  of  the  Council 
would  not  have  been  successful.

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Report  of  the  Gas  and  Electric  Department 

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen 
Town  of  Middleborough,  Massachusetts 
Gentlemen: 

The  following  is  the  annual  report  of  the  Gas  &  Electric  Department  for 
the  year  ending  December  31,  1974. 

GAS  DIVISION  — 1974 

A: 

186  feet  of  1V2  inch  welded  steel  (X-Tru  Coat)  pipe  together  with 
metering  and  regulating  equipment  were  installed  to  serve  the  conversion 
burners  from  oil  of  two  boilers  at  Burkland  School.  The  two  conversion 
burners  totaled  over  6,000,000  BTU’s  per  hour. 

B: 

715  feet  of  4”  cast  iron  low  pressure  main  on  East  Grove  Street  was 
retired.  The  existing  four  (4)  customers  were  tied  over  to  the  existing  8” 
High  Pressure  steel  (X-Tru  Coat)  main.  By  eliminating  the  cast  iron  main 
we  eliminate  a  dual  gas  main  on  the  street  and  the  future  potential  of 
leakage  and  reduce  the  expense  of  repairs  with  two  mains  in  the  same  area. 
C: 

Using  our  Heath  Detecto  Pack  Unit  and  company  personnel,  we  were 
able  to  conduct  detailed  leakage  surveys  of  our  entire  gas  distribution  and 
customer  service  system  including  the  business  and  buildings  of  Public 
Assembly.  By  the  end  of  the  year  all  leaks  uncovered  had  been  repaired. 

D: 

During  1974,  three  new  vehicles  were  purchased  for  the  Gas  Division.  A 
1974  Ford  Sedan,  to  replace  a  1966  Ford  Station  Wagon,  a  1974  Ford  %  Ton 
Utility  Body  Truck  to  replace  a  1970  Chevrolet  Station  Wagon  that  was  used 
for  appliance  service  work  and  a  1974  Ford  1  Ton  Cab  and  Chassis  to  replace 
a  1  Ton  1959  Chevrolet  that  was  used  as  our  Welding  Truck. 

E: 

Consistent  with  gas  industry  policy  of  preventive  maintenance,  twenty- 
nine  (29)  gas  services  were  partially  replaced,  fifteen  (15)  cast  iron  bell  and 
spigot  joints  were  clamped  and  15  inactive  gas  services  were  depressurized 
and  severed  at  the  main.  These  programs  are  in  line  with  Federal 
Regulations  for  Gas  System  Safety  and  are  an  effective  means  of 
minimizing  gas  leakage  and  maintaining  a  high  degree  of  safety  and 
reliability. 

F: 

The  Hortonsphere  (Holder)  at  the  Gas  Plant  was  cleaned,  primed  and 
painted  to  protect  the  base  metal  from  corrosion. 

ELECTRIC  DIVISION 

Work  was  started  on  a  new  one  million  dollar  substation  including  a  30’ 
by  72’  switchgear  building  which  is  located  next  to  the  existing  Wareham 
Street  Electric  Station.  This  new  substation  will  take  power  from  Brockton 
Edison  at  115,000  volts  and  through  two  (2)  24,000  KVA  transformers,  step 
the  voltage  down  to  14,000  volts.  Primary  use.  At  years  end  the  construction 
is  nearly  completed. 
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B: 

To  get  the  power  from  the  new  substation  underground  cables  were 
installed  from  the  feeder  circuit  breakers  in  the  new  substation  building  to 
riser  poles  outside  the  substation  fence. 

C:  The  “Plymouth  High  Tension  Line”  was  reactivated  from  Short  Street 
to  the  Electric  Station  completing  the  rebuilding  of  this  circuit,  from  the 

Electric  Station  to  Wall  St. 

D: 

% 

Everett  Street,between  Plymouth  Street  and  Isaac  Street,  was  converted 
from  4,160  volts  to  14,000  volts  in  anticipation  of  substantial  new  electric 
loads  at  the  Forest  Manor  Nursing  Home  and  expansion  of  the  sewage 
treatment  plant. 

E: 

New  556MCM  Spacer  Cable  was  installed  from  behind  the  new  sub¬ 
station  along  the  Brockton  Right-of-Way  to  East  Main  Street  and  along  the 
Tremont  Right-of-Way  from  the  new  substation  approximately  700  feet  past 
Sachem  Street. 

F: 

Numerous  3-phase  power  banks  were  installed  indicating  the  continued 
growth  of  Commercial  and  Industrial  loads  in  our  service  area. 

G: 

Street  Lighting  improvements  continue  to  be  made  in  line  with  trends  of 
installing  longer  lasting  Mercury  lamps  to  replace  incandescent  types. 
Added  lighting  was  installed  in  some  areas. 

H: 

Larger  wires  were  installed  in  numerous  areas  as  summarized  under 
“Wire  Installations”  in  this  report. 

I: 

As  participants  in  the  Regional  Power  Supply  Program,  we  are  now 
buying  about  10  percent  (7,678,671  K.W.H.)  requirements  from: 

Maine  Yankee  Nuclear. 

New  Brunswick  Electric  Power  Comm. 

Vermont  Yankee  Nuclear. 

The  above  comes  to  us  through  an  Interstate  Grid  via  Brockton  Edison 
Company. 

J: 

A  new  V2-mile  line  extension  on  Pine  Street  allowed  us  to  supply  new 
customers  on  Pine  Street  and  the  existing  customers  on  East,  Beach  and 
France  Streets  which  had  been  supplied  from  New  Bedford  at  a  high  com¬ 
mercial  rate.  At  the  time  of  this  change  we  estimate  an  $1,000  annual 
reduction  in  wholesale  electric  costs.

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CONCLUSION 

GAS  BUSINESS 

1 :  Our  1974  projections  of  profit  to  offset  the  increase  of  purchased  gas 
was  $60,000.00.  The  actual  increase  in  purchased  gas  was  more  than 
$124,000.00  or  double  our  projection.  Our  increase  in  revenue  for  1974  was 
$96,000.00  which  reflects  the  drop  in  Gas  net  profit.  The  new  Gas  rate  adopted 
January  1975  will  cover  this  cost  increase,  however,  a  review  is  being  set  up 
for  a  monthly  audit  of  gas  purchases  so  the  1975  net  profit  will  be  at  the 
required  level. 

2:  In  1974,  even  though  the  5541  degree  days  was  nearly  11  per  cent 
milder  than  a  normal  year,  by  the  conservation  efforts  of  our  customers  and 
the  area  economic  conditions,  we  experienced  a  net  increase  of  only  5  per 
cent  in  total  cubic  feet  sold  even  with  the  lifting  of  the  moratorium  for 
residential  users. 

3:  Our  supplier,  the  Algonquin  Gas  Transmission  Company  will  be 
passing  on  an  average  curtailment  of  23  per  cent  during  the  first  half  of  1975. 
However,  this  23  per  cent  deficiency  will  be  met  by  the  purchase  of  synthetic 
Natural  Gas  from  Algonquin’s  Freetown  Plant  and  our  contract  of  liquid 
natural  gas  from  Lowell  Gas  Company  will  also  be  sufficient  to  cover  our 
expected  1975  growth. 

ELECTRIC  BUSINESS 

1:  1974  was  a  record  year  for  expansion  of  the  Electric  Division.  Over 
$1,200,000.00  was  spent  on  new  capital  facilities  with  most  of  it  going  into  the 
new  substation  and  its  related  distribution  circuits.  Much  of  this  expansion 
was  financed  by  a  one  million  dollar  bond  issue  which  was  authorized  at  the 
1974  annual  Town  Meeting. 

2:  The  combination  of  high  fuel  adjustment  and  the  energy  crisis 
reduced  our  peak  demand  for  1974  below  1973  and  held  the  kilowatt-hour 
sales  to  about  1973  levels. 

3:  Dorothy  A.  Ditano,  the  chief  clerk,  retired  in  May  after  working  34 
years  in  the  Office.  Edwin  Jefferson,  the  Meter  Installer,  retired  after  28 
years  on  December  31.  Two  Station  Operators  retired,  Lewin  Folsom  after 
I6V2  years  and  Manuel  Michael,  after  12V2  years.  These  four  will  be  missed 
by  their  fellow  employees  and  by  the  Department. 

GENERAL 

The  high  cost  of  energy  is  having  a  great  effect  on  the  prices  we  pay  and 
have  to  charge  for  both  Electricity  and  Gas.  The  fuel  adjustment  which  we 
pay  on  our  wholesale  electric  bills  is  now  over  50  per  cent  of  the  bill.  The 
alternate  forms  of  gas  we  use  to  augment  our  pipeline  supply  (Synthetic 
Natural  Gas,  LNG  and  Propane  Air),  also  cost  considerably  more. 

Last  year  and  the  upcoming  year  can  be  seen  as  years  of  adjustment 
with  many  new  problems  as  the  Utility  business  becomes  increasingly 
complex.  Nevertheless,  with  the  continued  cooperation  of  the  Electric  Light 
Commissioners  (Selectmen)  and  our  employees,  we  expect  that  the  Gas  & 
Electric  Department  will  continue  to  provide  reliable  service  at  reasonable 
rates,  so  that  the  Town  will  receive  maximum  benefits  from  its  operation.

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Conclusion 

The  305th  year  of  the  incorporation  of  the  Town  of  Mid- 
dleborough  concluded  and  will  be  remembered  by  many  as  the  year 
of  the  great  fire. 

As  a  result  of  1973  Town  Meeting  approval  for  a  Lieutenant,  four 
Sergeants  and  three  Patrolmen  within  the  department  took  the 
Lieutenant’s  Exam  on  December  15,  1973  given  by  the 

Massachusetts  Division  of  Civil  Service  at  the  High  School. 

In  March  contract  negotiations  between  the  town  and  the  local 
Police  Association  for  the  1974-75  fiscal  year  with  Attorney  George 
P.  Mclnerny  representing  the  Town  and  Attorney  Lawrence  Siskind 
representing  the  Police  Officers  of  the  department  began.  During 
the  remaining  months  of  1974,  various  stages  of  statutorily  man¬ 
dated  negotiations  have  been  completed  with  a  fact-finder’s  report 
reaching  the  Selectmen  in  mid-December. 

In  March  of  1974  a  new  lease  was  negotiated  by  me  for  the  Board 
of  Selectmen  with  the  Plymouth  County  Commissioners  for  the 
space  used  by  the  Fourth  District  Court  of  Plymouth  County  in  the 
Police  Building  on  North  Main  Street.  The  present  lease  should 
remain  in  effect  until  the  court  moves  to  its  new  location  in 
Wareham. 

On  March  26th,  the  Board  of  Selectmen  was  provided  by  the 
Division  of  Civil  Service  with  a  list  of  eligible  applicants  for  the 
position  of  Police  Lieutenant.  As  you  will  note,  the  Civil  Service 
process  is  slow  and  slightly  more  than  one  year  expired  from  the 
date  of  Town  Meeting  approval  and  the  establishment  of  an  official 
list. 

On  March  28th,  Patrolman  James  W.  Follett,  a  13-year 
veteran  of  the  department,  was  appointed  to  the  position  of  Sergeant 
from  a  previously  established  promotional  list  for  Sergeant. 

At  this  same  time,  Detective,  Rank  of  Sergeant,  Alan  C. 
DeMoranville,  Jr.  was  appointed  from  the  list,  the  first  Police 
Lieutenant  in  the  department’s  history.  Alan  had  placed  first  in  the 
Lieutenant’s  exam. 

On  June  16, 1974  Patrolman  Paul  E.  VanSchaick  and  provisional 
patrolman  John  W.  Remedis,  Jr.  resigned  from  the  department  to 
seek  employment  in  the  state  of  Florida.  I  understand  at  present, 
both  young  men  are  employed  as  police  officers  by  the  City  of 
Treasure-  Island,  Florida. 

On  June  20,  1974  at  approximately  6:45  P.M.,  officers  of  the 
department  responded  to  a  reported  motor  vehicle  accident  on 
Bedford  Street.  Upon  their  arrival,  they  were  shocked  to  learn  that 
one  of  the  operators  involved  was  our  Police  Lieutenant  Allan  C. 
DeMoranville,  Jr.  We  were  all  even  more  shocked  to  learn  shortly 
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after  being  transported  to  St.  Luke’s  Hospital,  Alan  had  passed 
away. 

The  next  five  days  were  extremely  difficult  for  all  of  us ;  family, 
friends,  and  fellow  workers  alike.  The  high  esteem  this  young  man 
had  earned  could  only  be  evidenced  by  those  who  attended  the 
services  that  followed.  His  loss  to  his  family,  the  department,  and 
the  Town  was  most  unfortunate. 

On  June  27,  1974,  at  a  Special  Town  Meeting,  a  resolution  was 
presented  by  the  Chairman  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen  honoring  the 
late  Lieutenant  DeMoranville  and  was  unanimously  adopted. 
Personal  thanks  to  Attorney  Thomas  Frates  for  his  assistance  in  the 
preparation  of  the  resolution. 

In  late  June,  a  well  known  officer,  Thomas  L.  Pittsley,  Jr. 
submitted  his  resignation  from  the  department  and  accepted  a 
supervisory  position  with  Ocean  Spray  Company.  May  he  have  the 
best  of  luck  in  his  new  endeavor. 

On  August  8,  1974,  Patrolman  Arnold  C.  Salley,  who  placed 
second  on  the  promotional  examination  for  Lieutenant,  was 
promoted  to  the  rank  of  Lieutenant  replacing  the  late  Alan  C. 
DeMoranville,  Jr.  Arnold,  an  eight-year  veteran  of  the  department, 
had  served  for  one  and  a  half  years  as  the  District  Court  Prosecutor. 
Since  Arnold’s  appointment  to  Lieutenant,  he  has  attended  a  three- 
week  Command  Training  Class  at  the  New  England  Institute  held  at 
Babson  College. 

Patrolman  Gerald  L.  Thayer  was  transferred  from  the 
uniformed  division  to  the  Detective  Division.  Gerald,  a  ten-year 
department  veteran,  has  completed  courses  in  fingerprinting, 
narcotics,  and  investigation  techniques. 

Five  additional  officers:  namely,  Sergeants  Leonard  S.  Teceno 
and  Jeffrey  G.  Cornell,  Patrolmen  John  J.  Mullen  and  Richard  J. 
Bernier,  and  Detective  Gerald  L.  Thayer  received  Associate  of 
Science  Degrees  from  either  Massasoit  or  Bristol  Community 
Colleges.  Several  other  officers  are  working  towards  a  degree  in 
various  colleges.  Congratulations  to  all,  the  earning  of  a  degree 
while  working  fulltime  is  extremely  difficult.  Those  who  have  ac¬ 
complished  the  same  feat  know  the  hardships  involved. 

In  September,  Patrolman  John  J.  Mullen  was  appointed 
District  Court  Prosecutor  to  replace  Lieutenant  Salley.  John 
presently  works  the  Court  two  days  a  week  and  has  desk  duty  for 
three  days  until  the  Court  moves  permanently  to  Wareham. 

In  September  I  was  again  permitted  to  attend  the  International 
Association  of  Chiefs  of  Police  Conference,  which  this  year  was  held 
in  Washington,  D.C. 
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I  feel  the  opportunity  to  attend  workshops,  converse  with 
counterparts  in  other  areas  of  the  world,  and  observe  demon¬ 
strations  of  the  latest  equipment  being  used  in  the  field  is  in¬ 
valuable. 

For  several  years,  I  have  been  involved  in  the  planning  stages 
of  a  Regional  Police  Training  Academy,  as  a  member  and  sub¬ 
sequently  President  of  the  Southeastern  Massachusetts  Police 
Chiefs  Association.  The  first  class  entered  the  Academy  September 
16,  1974  presently  being  held  at  the  Bristol  Community  College 
facilities  in  Fall  River.  Patrolman  Harold  C.  Elliott  and  David  A. 
Shanks  of  this  department  were  enrolled  in  the  first  class  which 
graduated  December  11,  1974. 

During  the  course  of  the  year,  several  officers  have  been 
assigned  to  classes  dealing  with  various  specialized  aspects  of 
police  training.  Patrolman  Clyde  N.  Swift,  Jr.  and  Lance  D.  Rogers 
are  attending  Emergency  Medical  Training  classes  at  Morton 
Hospital  in  Taunton  which  is  mandated  by  Massachusetts  General 
Laws. 

The  aforementioned  Emergency  Medical  Training  schooling  is 
but  one  segment  of  the  Ambulance  Law  which  necessitated  the 
request  for  funds  for  a  contract  between  the  Town  and  Hayward’s 
Ambulance  to  provide  Emergency  Ambulance  Service  to  the  Town. 

The  911  emergency  telephone  system  which  was  installed  in 
June  1973  is  being  utilized  regularly  by  the  citizenry.  Practically  all 
reports  of  public  safety  emergencies  are  being  received  through 
this  system  which  eliminates  unnecessary  delays.  In  case  of 
emergency,  just  dial  the  three  digits  911. 

For  those  citizens  who  review  the  departmental  statistics,  you 
will  note  the  departmental  vehicles  travelled  433,429  miles  during 
1974;  a  14  per  cent  increase  over  last  year.  With  the  rural  area  of  the 
community  continually  growing,  the  need  for  service  to  the  rural 
area  is  ever  increasing. 

The  department  investigated  over  3,000  complaints  in  1974;  an 
increase  of  almost  two  a  day.  I  further  point  out  there  was  an  in¬ 
crease  of  nine  breaking  and  entries  over  1973;  though  any  increase 
in  this  category  we  are  unhappy  with.  We  do,  however,  appear  to  be 
below  what  other  communities  are  experiencing. 

Town  government  can  only  function  properly,  in  my  opinion, 
through  a  cooperative  effort  of  all  employees  and  officials  of  the 
overall  government.  I  have  endeavored  throughout  the  year  to 
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accomplish  this  feat  and  wish  to  thank  all  those  who  have  made 
their  best  efforts  to  make  your  town  the  best  in  the  Commonwealth. 

To  the  personnel  of  the  Department,  my  personal  thanks  for  the 
past  year.

Other  duties  throughout  the  year  were  at  Middleboro  parades, 
funerals,  schools,  fireworks,  carnivals,  football  games,  Halloween 
emergencies  and  other  miscellaneous  events. 

The  town  has  allotted  a  total  of  $750.00  to  which  the  unit  is 
pleased  to  have  donated  to  the  town  a  total  of  3,897 : 15  man  hours  for 
the  year.

Again  it  is  recommended  that  serious  consideration  be  given  to 
the  establishment  of  a  sub-station  in  both  North  and  East  Mid- 
dleborough. 

In  December  1974  the  Fire  Department  fought  the  most  spec¬ 
tacular  fire  in  the  history  of  Middleborough.  It  was  most  disastrous 
to  five  companies  engaged  in  business  in  the  buildings  involved. 
Between  three  hundred  thousand  and  four  hundred  thousand  dollars 
of  damage  was  not  covered  by  insurance. 

The  former  George  E.  Keith  factory  was  fully  involved  upon 
arrival  of  the  first  pieces  of  apparatus.  Intense  heat  ignited  and 
destroyed  the  former  Albert’s  Shoe  Factory.  The  Standish  Oil 
Company  received  relatively  little  damage  while  the  G.  D.  Poultry 
Company  suffered  severe  structural  and  content  loss. 

With  the  combined  efforts  and  excellent  teamwork  of  the 
Middleborough  Fire  Department  and  men  and  apparatus  from  15 
cities  and  towns  called  in  on  mutual  aid,  the  spread  of  the  fire  was 
contained  before  any  homes  were  involved. 

Five  aerial  ladders  and  13  pumpers  were  utilized  in  the  actual 
operation. 

Burning  embers  lit  the  sky  and  traveled  nearly  three  miles. 
Several  fire  units  patrolled  the  business  and  residential  area  to 
prevent  further  destruction.  A  total  of  38  pieces  of  equipment  were 
involved  in  the  total  operation. 

It  was  estimated  that  a  total  of  nearly  4l/2  million  gallons  of 
water  was  pumped  from  the  town  water  mains  and  Never  Touch 
Pond. 

The  Town  Water  Department,  Gas  and  Electric  Department, 
and  the  Highway  Department  gave  great  assistance  in  controlling  a 
potential  disaster  to  the  community.

Periods  of  dry  weather,  a  number  of  incendiary  woods  fires  set 
deep  in  wooded  areas  and  the  necessary  prolonged  period  of  wetting 
down  time  contributed  to  the  increase  in  costs  over  1973.  The  fire 
department  answered  84  more  calls  under  the  Forest  Fire  Depart¬ 
ment  in  1974  than  in  1973.

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Report  of  the  Civil  Defense  Director 


To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen: 

As  we  moved  further  away  from  warfare  defense  conditions  in 
1974,  the  role  of  Civil  Defense  has  been  shifted  more  toward  natural 
disaster  situations.  Never  the  less  we  have  on  hand  the  latest 
radiation  fall  out  detectors,  a  packaged  portable  disaster  hospital 
and  a  communications  warning  system  network  that  holds  monthly 
drills. 

In  our  transition  towards  natural,  disaster  orientation,  we 
participated  in  a  County-wide  training  exercise  in  October.  This 
exercise  had  the  code  name  “Hurricane  Beaufont  74.”  During  this 
drill  the  Civil  Defense  carried  out  all  of  the  emergency  procedures 
that  would  have  been  followed  in  an  actual  hurricane.  Also,  we  had 
an  actual  tornado  watch  between  5:00  and  7:00  p.m.  on  July  5th. 

In  addition,  we  had  an  occurrence  that  may  become  more 
frequent  in  the  future. On  October  15th  a  container  of  nuclearwaste 
material  being  shipped  from  the  Plymouth  Nuclear  Power  Plant  to 
Kentucky  fell  from  its  transport  truck  in  a  collision  situation  at  the 
intersection  of  Route  44  and  105.  The  well  constructed  container  held 
together  and  there  was  no  spillage  or  radiation  leakage. 

The  most  active  and  visible  branch  of  the  Civil  Defense  in 
Middleborough  is  the  Auxiliary  Police  Force.  Their  training 
programs  are  carried  on  continuously  and  their  unit  has 
authorization  to  be  expanded  in  the  near  future.  In  1974  they  per¬ 
formed  about  3,900  man  hours  of  police  work.  For  this  they  deserve 
a  lot  of  praise.  (Their  report  appears  in  another  section  of  this 
Annual  Report.) 

In  1974  as  in  past  years  our  Town  has  benefitted  from  the 
Surplus  Government  Property  Sale  at  the  Taunton  Depot.  We  are 
invited  one  day  each  month  to  purchase  whatever  becomes 
available  since  the  previous  sale.  In  the  past  year  Town  Depart¬ 
ments  have  purchased  over  $32,000.00  worth  of  hardware,  tools  and 
supplies  at  a  cost  of  $1,400.00  to  the  Town.  These  prudent  purchases 
by  our  Town  Departments  are  passed  on  to  the  taxpayers  in  the 
form  of  smaller  budget  requests  for  Department  operations. 

As  in  the  previous  year,  the  biggest  problem  to  the  well  being  of 
Middleborough  citizens  is  the  irresponsibility  in  the  numerous 
thoughtless  acts  of  vandalism.  Besides  the  costly  acts  of  destruction 
at  Oliver  Mills  Park  and  other  public  places,  an  attempt  was  made 
on  Halloween  to  destroy  by  fire  the  Auburn  Street  bridge  over  the 
river  at  the  Bridgewater  Town  Line.  Even  worse,  on  December  13, 
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the  Cambridge  Street  shoe  factory  complex  fire,  which  was  an  act  of 
vandalism,  most  certainly  did  endanger  lives  and  other  properties. 
The  overall  cost  of  this  act  is  estimated  to  be  about  $1,000,000.00. 
How  much  longer  can  we  afford  to  allow  these  actions  to  continue?

Gentlemen: 

I  herewith  submit  my  fifteenth  annual  report  for  the  Depart¬ 
ment  of  Weights  and  Measures  for  the  year  ending  December  31, 
1974. 

During  1974  a  total  of  504  weighing  and  measuring  devices  were 
inspected.  Of  this  number  22  were  found  to  be  out  of  tolerance  and 
after  adjustment  502  devices  were  sealed.  Two  devices,  determined 
to  have  reached  the  end  of  their  useful  life  were  condemned  and 
ordered  removed  from  service. 

There  were  two  pieces  of  legislation  passed  into  law  during  the 
1974  legislative  session  directly  affecting  the  weights  and  measures 
program  in  the  state.  Chapter  115  of  the  acts  of  1974  amend  the 
penalty  clause  of  Chapter  94  of  the  General  Laws  by  providing  for  a 
fine  of  not  more  than  $250.00  for  the  first  offense  and  for  any  sub¬ 
sequent  offense  committed  within  two  years,  a  fine  of  not  more  than 
$500.00  for  any  person  convicted  of  attempting  or  giving  false  or 
insufficient  weight  or  measure. 

The  second  act,  Chapter  254,  provides  that  local  sealers  shall 
enforce  regulations  relating  to  the  unit  price  law. 

The  devices  examined  by  the  Weights  and  Measures  Depart¬ 
ment  varies  in  capacity  from  less  than  one  pound  to  115,000  pounds. 
One  local  industry  has  in  daily  use  scales  with  weight  graduations  of 
one  thousandth  of  a  pound  providing  for  critical  tolerance  values. 
Prepackaging  scales  with  print  out  weighing  systems  are  also 
becoming  common  in  use.  Careful  inspection  is  necessary  to  insure 
that  indicated  weight  and  printed  weight  agree. 

Sealing  fees  totaling  $940.10  were  collected  and  turned  in  to  the 
Town  Treasurer.

To  the  Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Middleborough : 

Due  to  the  increase  of  lot  sizes,  many  subdividers  and  land 
developers  had  filed  sub-division  plans  for  the  Planning  Board’s 
approval  under  the  old  zoning  requirements  before  the  new  zoning 
by-laws  became  effective.  As  a  result,  the  Planning  Board  has 
concentrated  its  efforts  this  past  year  in  the  review  of  these  Form  C 
plans. 

The  following  is  an  account  of  lots  approved  during  the  1974 
year: 

Form  “A”  (Lots  on  existing  town  accepted  streets).  Number  of 
lots,  45. 

Form  “C”  (Completely  new  or  proposed  streets).  A  total  of 
three  new  sub-divisions  were  approved  amounting  to  a  total  of  254 
lots. 

Two  sub-divisions  containing  a  total  of  61  lots  were  rejected  and 
the  close  of  the  year  has  left  us  with  three  Form  C  plans  still  pending 
final  action.

Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen 
Middleborough,  Massachusetts 

Gentelmen : 

I  hereby  submit  the  annual  report  of  the  Department  of 
Veterans’  Services. 

With  a  reminder  that  50  %  of  all  monies  expended  by  this  agency 
are  returned  to  our  town  through  State  reimbursement,  we  do,  at 
this  time,  request  the  sum  of  $140,975.00  for  the  coming  year,  which 
is  some  $10,000.00  less  than  the  previous  year. 

In  these  days  of  “biting  the  bullet’’,  such  a  saving  to  the  town  is 
important.  It  is  possible  to  do  so  because  of  two  recent  federal 
programs,  which  are  Supplemental  Security  Income  (S.S.I.), 
designed  to  assist  the  blind,  aged  and  disabled  through  Medicaid 
and  Medicare;  and  Comprehensive  Employment  Training  Act 
(C.E.T.A.)  committed  to  serve  the  most  needy  applicants  of  low 
income  criteria  giving  special  veterans  priority  on  job  placements. 
These  combine  to  ease  the  burden  of  the  Veterans’  Services 
Department  and  provide  increased  benefits  for  our  former 
recipients. 

The  impact  that  these  agencies  have  had  on  our  budget  was 
much  greater  than  had  been  anticipated  and,  as  a  result,  we  are 
returning  the  sum  of  $54,914.18  to  the  town. 

Reimbursement  to  the  town  from  liens  placed  on  Workmen’s 
Compensation  checks,  real  estate  holdings,  accident  claims,  etc. 
amounted  to  $900.00. 

Much  of  our  time  is  spent  on  investigating  claims  and 
qualifications  of  those  who  apply  for  aid. 

The  Veterans’  Administration  has  increased  education  benefits 
by  18%  and  increased  burial  expenses  from  $250.00  to  $400.00,  if  the 
plot  is  purchased  by  a  veteran. 

A  toll  free  telephone  number  1-800-556-3893  to  the  Veterans’ 
Administration  Regional  Office  in  Providence,  R.I.  is  now  available 
to  anyone  seeking  information  or  assistance.  Their  cooperation  in 
such  matters  as  hospitalization,  service  and  non-service  connected 
disability  pensions,  widows’  pensions  is  always  excellent. 

Locally,  in  such  affairs  as  providing  employment,  emergency 
rations  of  food,  clothing,  fuel,  housing  and  medical  expenses,  100% 
cooperation  isgiven  by  Mr. Anders  MartensonJr,Town  Manager, The 
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Board  of  Selectmen,  Town  Clerk  Ruth  Caswell  and  her  aides,  Chief 
of  Police  William  Warner,  the  Welfare  Department,  and  other 
agencies  of  the  town. 

As  usual,  we  wish  to  express  our  gratitude  to  our  most  efficient 
and  knowledgeable  secretary,  Alice  Smith,  who  can  be  found 
Monday  through  Friday,  9:00  A.M.  to  5:00  P.M.  at  the  office,  and  my 
wife  Marian,  who  holds  office  hours  at  home,  around  the  clock,  7 
days  a  week. 

Our  former  State  Representative,  Peter  Y.  Flynn  was  always 
helpful  to  us,  on  the  state  level.  We  are  certain  that  a  like 
relationship  with  our  new  Representative,  Gary  Jones,  will  be 
provided. 

As  continual  new  information  and  changes  in  veterans’  affairs 
is  passed  on  to  us,  we  are  anxious  to  publish  this  in  the  local 
newspapers  to  keep  our  townspeople  up  to  date.  Mrs.  Claire  Rock- 
wood  is  extremely  cooperative,  as  are  the  other  personnel  of  the 
Brockton  Enterprise,  the  Middleboro  Gazette  and  the  New  Bedford 
Standard  Times  newspapers. 

We  regularly  attend  all  seminars,  workshops,  etc.,  as  they  are 
invaluable  in  the  exchange  of  experiences,  information  and  the 
developing  of  business  contacts. 

The  economic  slump  has  resulted  in  our  office  being  flooded 
with  veterans  seeking  employment  or  financial  relief.  With  the 
visits  and  the  telephone  calls,  the  office  is  busier  than  it  has  been 
during  the  eleven  years  of  my  service. 

An  increase  in  the  use  of  transportation  and  rising  costs  is  part 
of  the  busy  picture.  I  request  an  increase  in  automobile  expense 
allowance  from  the  present  sum  of  $550.00  to  $1,000.00. 

In  1972,  a  bill  was  passed  by  the  State  Legislature  and  enacted 
into  law  which  necessitates  any  town  in  Massachusetts  with  a 
population  exceeding  14,000  people  to  provide  a  full-time  position  of 
Veterans’  Agent,  if  the  present  Agent  leaves  office  and  the  position 
has  been  of  a  part-time  variety. 

Eleven  years  experience  as  Veterans’  Agent  convinces  me  that 
this  is  a  good  law,  as  the  job  does  merit  full-time  effort.  I  request 
that  the  town  of  Middleborough  raise  the  position  to  one  of  full-time 
status.

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GENERAL  INFORMATION 


Entrance  Age: 

A  child  must  be  five  years  of  age  on  or  before  January  1  to  enter  Kin¬ 
dergarten  the  previous  September.  There  can  be  no  exception  to  this  ruling. 

Birth  Certificate: 

A  birth  certificate  issued  by  the  Town  or  City  Clerk’s  Office  in  which  the 
child  was  born  and  bearing  the  seal  of  that  Town  or  City  is  required  for  en¬ 
trance  to  Kindergarten. 

Immunizations: 

No  child  shall  be  allowed  to  enter  Kindergarten  without  a  physician’s 
certificate  showing  that  the  child  has  been  successfully  immunized  against 
diphtheria,  whooping  cough,  tetanus,  measles,  and  poliomyelitis,  unless  a 
physician’s  statement  is  presented  waiving  this  requirement  for  medical 
reasons. 

No-School  Signals: 

Schools  will  be  closed  only  when  transportation  by  bus  is  judged  unsafe 
by  school  officials  and  school  bus  contractors,  but  it  is  the  parents’  decision 
whether  or  not  their  children  should  remain  at  home. 

In  the  event  that  there  is  to  be  no  school  in  all  schools  all  day,  the  “no 
school’’  signal  (Fire  Alarm  2-1-2)  will  be  sounded  at  6:30  a.m.  only.  If  there  is 
to  be  no  school  in  Grades  K-6  only,  the  signal  will  be  sounded  at  8 : 00  only. 

If  school  is  to  be  called  off  in  elementary  schools  for  the  afternoon 
session  the  signal  will  be  sounded  at  11 : 15  a.m. 

If  the  “no  school”  signal  is  sounded  on  days  when  Evening  School 
Classes  are  to  be  held,  these  classes  will  be  cancelled  also. 

Announcements  for  “no  school”  will  be  broadcast  over  radio  stations 
WBET  (Brockton),  WPLM  (Plymouth)  and  WPEP  (Taunton).  However, 
parents  and  pupils  should  listen  for  the  local  fire  alarm  signal. 


ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS 

As  required  by  Sections  3  and  4  of  Chapter  72  of  the  General  Laws  and  in 
accordance  with  the  policy  of  the  Middleborough  School  Committee,  I 
herewith  submit  my  seventh  Annual  Report  as  Superintendent  of  Schools. 
This  has  been  a  year  of  accomplishment.  The  Henry  B.  Burkland  School 
addition  has  opened  and  we  are  now  operating  with  an  administrative 
organization  which  facilitates,  in  my  opinion,  the  implementation  of  a 
greatly  improved  educational  offering  for  our  children.  With  the  help  of  the 
School  Committee,  the  Administrative  Council,  the  Professional  Services 
Committee  and  our  staff,  we  are  embarked  on  a  period  of  critical  self- 
evaluation,  the  result  of  which  will  be  a  strengthening  of  our  educational 
program  for  each  and  every  child.  Our  K-3  children  are  still  in  our  neigh¬ 
borhoods,  and,  for  the  first  time  in  many,  many  years  our  children  are  all  in 
their  own  buildings  and  on  regular  schedules.  With  grades  4-6  at  the 
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Burkland,  grades  7  and  8  at  Memorial  Junior  High  and  grades  9-12  at  Mid- 
dleborough  High  School  we  will  be  able  to  coordinate  our  efforts  in  a  manner 
never  before  possible.  Released  time  has  given  impetus  to  our  coordinated 
re-evaluation  and  the  Professional  Services  Committee  is  giving  it  direction. 

Primary  among  our  efforts  is  an  in-depth  study  of  available  reading 
programs  by  a  teacher  committee  chaired  by  Mrs.  Wilrene  Card,  Coor¬ 
dinator  of  Reading  Services,  and  Mrs.  Harriet  Blanchard,  Elementary 
Reading  Supervisor.  Studies  will  also  be  initiated  in  the  areas  of  spelling, 
composition  and  penmanship.  Efforts  at  the  Junior  and  Senior  High  Schools 
will  be  coordinated  by  their  Principals  and  Department  Chairpersons.  Our 
primary  goal  at  all  levels  will  be  to  make  each  and  every  teacher  a  better 
teacher  of  reading. 

Activities  during  the  past  year  have  included  implementation  of  a  new 
elementary  science  curriculum  at  the  West  Side  School.  (See  the  elementary 
Principals’  Report).  The  response  to  the  new  curriculum  has  been  en¬ 
thusiastic  and  the  School  Committee  has  budgeted  system-wide  adoption  for 
1974-1975. 

At  the  Junior  High,  Earth  Science  has  become  a  half-year  offering  and  a 
new  math  curriculum  has  been  developed.  Individualized  reading  is  now 
offered  in  grades  7  and  8.  The  Social  Studies  Department  presented  a 
musical  “The  Good  Olde  Days,”  based  on  U.S.  History  and  a  Fair,  “The 
Family  of  Man,”  which  featured  displays  on  Middleborough  history.  The 
English  Department  concentrated  on  the  improvement  of  reading  and 
composition  skills.  In  Industrial  Arts  a  course  in  the  internal  combustion 
machine  complemented  a  course  in  basic  electricity.  An  innovative  Polyarts 
Program  (See  Junior  High  School  Principal’s  Report)  was  successfully 
implemented. 

At  Middleborough  High  School,  the  Historical  Association,  the  Bicen¬ 
tennial  Committee  and  the  History  Department  teamed  up  to  present  Josh 
Burton  in  “Sons  of  Liberty.”  The  Journalism  offerings  of  the  English 
Department  were  strengthened.  The  statistics  and  computer  programs  were 
extended  to  one  half-year  courses.  The  Reading  Lab  has  continued  and 
expanded  its  services  for  our  students  and  the  Library  is  being  used  more 
than  ever  before.  Career  and  occupational  education  are  being  emphasized. 
Our  senior  Cosmetology  students  are  in  the  second  year  of  our  off-campus 
program  and  we  expect  they  will  be  certified  as  operators  and  graduate 
directly  into  jobs  in  beauty  parlors.  We  hope  this  year  to  expand  our  suc¬ 
cessful  Distributive  Education  Program  and  extend  our  work  study 
programs  into  released  time  in  which  students,  so  inclined,  can  work  with 
tradesmen  in  carpentry,  masonry,  etc.,  during  afternoons,  having  com¬ 
pleted  their  academics  in  the  morning. 

The  Media  Services  Department,  under  Mr.  Eugene  W.  McAfee,  has 
developed  a  student  occupational  education  and  information  center  in  the 
High  School  Library.  They  are  also  training  27  students  as  Library 
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assistants  and  another  group  of  boys  and  girls  as  audio-visual  technologists. 
(See  Media  Services  Report) .  Special  thanks  go  to  Mr.  McAfee  for  his  efforts 
in  establishing  a  K-12  curriculum  library. 

Our  congratulations  to  the  Music  Department  under  the  direction  of 
Richard  E.  Nelson.  We  were  chosen  by  the  University  of  Maine  as  the  sub¬ 
ject  of  a  training  film  for  their  music  majors.  This  film  features 
Middleborough  as  an  example  of  excellence  in  the  field  of  music  education. 
Other  highlights  of  the  year  included  the  sixth  grade  presentation  of  Tom 
Sawyer;  also  Amahl  and  the  Night  Visitors.  (Our  first  opera  —  thanks  to 
Richard  G.  Brooks,  with  the  assistance  of  Janice  Bichsel,  Brenda  Hum¬ 
phrey,  the  Art  Department,  faculty  and  students).  The  Middleborough  High 
School  Band  was  outstanding  at  Super  Bowl  IV  and  the  Junior  High  School 
“Marching  100”  Band  highlighted  the  Cohasset  game  and  the  Christmas 
Parade. 

My  special  thanks  are  extended  to  the  Peirce  Trustees  for  the  new  blue 
choir  robes  and  Junior  High  Band  uniforms  they  provided  this  year. 

The  Physical  Education  and  Athletics  Department  under  Joseph  A. 
Masi,  had  a  good  year  too.  Physical  Education  curricula  were  strengthened 
and  with  the  new  Burkland  pool,  aquatics  became  an  integral  part  of  our 
program.  Mr.  Masi  is  to  be  particularly  singled  out  for  his  work  in 
developing  the  recreational  activities  at  the  pool.  Gymnastics  and  girls’ 
track  were  added  to  our  program  and  the  girls’  track  team  responded  with 
an  undefeated  year.  Congratulations  go  to  our  Cross  Country  team  which 
went  undefeated  and  were  South  Shore  League  champions  for  a  second 
season;  congratulations  also  to  the  Wrestling  team  which  placed  two  boys  in 
the  State  finals  and  the  Football  team  which  went  to  Super  Bowl  IV. 

Pupil  Personnel  Services,  under  Mr.  Herbert  A.  Drew,  also  had  a  banner 
year.  (See  his  report).  Under  Chapter  766  we  were  required  to  implement  a 
new  legislative  package  for  children  with  Special  Needs.  Thanks  to  foresight 
and  long-range  planning,  we  were  well  prepared  in  that  most  of  the  required 
programs  for  these  children  have  been  established  here  in  past  years.  Mr. 
Drew  has  been  instrumental  in  the  procurement  of  Federal  and  State  ser¬ 
vices  and  grants  which  greatly  reduced  the  impact  of  this  legislation  on  our 
taxpayers.  This  applies  not  only  to  our  own  Town  but  to  the  20  area  towns 
who  formed  R.E.A.D.S.,  our  Regional  Educational  Assessment  and 
Diagnostic  Services  Center,  located  in  Lakeville. 

Chapter  766  has  placed  enormous  work  burdens  on  our  school  ad¬ 
justment  counsellors,  guidance  personnel,  speech  therapists,  principals, 
teachers  and  other  administrators.  I  thank  them  for  their  efforts  above  and 
beyond  the  call  of  duty  in  the  interest  of  our  children. 

As  to  the  financial  burdens  of  Chapter  766,  I’m  sorry  to  say  this  has  been 
a  classic  example  of  the  State  shifting  tremendous  financial  burdens  and 
legal  responsibilities  to  logal  communities  without  financial  assistance.  All 
of  the  verbage  and  promises  boiled  down  to  absolutely  no  increase  in 
financial  support  to  the  schools,  other  than  a  miniscule  increase  in  sales  tax 
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revenue  due  to  inflation.  This  example  of  fiscal  irresponsibility  is  the  kind  of 
action  which  allows  State  politicians  to  announce  “no  new  taxes.”  I’m  afraid 
we  are  going  to  see  more  and  more  of  this  unless  vehement  protest  is  made. 

To  this  end  I  thank  the  School  Committee  for  allowing  me  the  time  to 
serve  as:  Executive  Committeeman  on  the  Massachusetts  Association  of 
School  Superintendents;  Vice  President  of  the  South  Shore  Superintendents’ 
Association;  member  of  the  Southeast  Regional  Advisory  Committee  to  the 
Lakeville  State  Educational  Office;  member  of  the  Chapter  766  Advisory 
Council  and  President  of  R.E.A.D.S.  Our  voice  is  being  heard  and  I  am 
working  to  counter  bureaucratic  insensitivity  and  the  gradual  erosion  of 
local  control. 

My  thanks  again  to  the  School  Committee,  the  Peirce  Trustees,  the 
administrators,  teachers,  nurses,  clerks,  aides,  cafeteria  workers, 
custodians  and  maintenance  men,  the  bus  operators  and  drivers  for  their 
help  and  cooperation.  I  am  also  grateful  to  the  Selectmen,  the  Finance 
Committee,  Mr.  Anders  Martenson,  Mrs.  Ruth  Caswell,  Mrs.  Ellen  Grant, 
Mr.  William  E.  Warner,  Mr.  Stephen  Horbal,  Mr.  Stuart  Peak  and  Mr. 
Weldon  Thomas  and  their  staffs  and  others  who  make  it  easier  to  do  my  job. 

Finally,  my  thanks  to  Mr.  James  C.  Hilton,  my  efficient  assistant,  my 
very  hard  working  office  staff,  my  wife  and  children  and  the  students  and 
Townspeople  of  Middleborough.

ANNUAL REPORT 

MIDDLEBOROUGH  ELEMENTARY  SCHOOLS 

The  school  year  1974-1975  brought  about  the  culmination  of  our  grade 
reorganization  program. 

With  the  new  addition,  the  Henry  B.  Burkland  School  provides  an  in¬ 
termediate  unit  (Grades  4-6)  which  gently  facilitates  articulation  through 
the  middle  grades  and  the  coordination  of  instructional  progress. 

The  new  addition  includes  twenty-one  classrooms  and  two  specialized 
areas;  the  Media  Center  and  the  Aquatics  area.  The  specific  and  unique 
functions  of  each  has  the  potential  to  greatly  enrich  our  offerings.  The  Media 
Center  properly  equipped  and  staffed  not  only  serves  as  a  library  and 
learning  center  but  is  capable  of  reaching  out  into  each  classroom  by 
utilizing  the  video  system.  This  function  alone  is  a  vital  supplement  to  in¬ 
struction  and  related  activities. 

Our  aquatic  offerings  involve  the  participation  of  all  our  pupils.  We  have 
scheduled  thirty  pool  periods  weekly  with  a  total  involvement  of  more  than 
900  pupils. 
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Academically  we  are  currently  reviewing  certain  areas  of  the 
elementary  curriculum  in  order  to  determine  on  a  priority  basis  those  areas 
in  need  of  modification  or  revision. 

West  Side  School  is  serving  as  a  pilot  school  this  year  in  implementing 
and  evaluating  a  new  proposed  science  curriculum  for  the  elementary  level 
of  the  Middleborough  School  System. 

If  successful,  this  science  program  will  be  integrated  into  the  other 
elementary  schools  over  the  next  three  years. 

The  program,  SAP  A  II  (Science-A  Process  Approach)  is  a  hands-on, 
experimentation-oriented  curriculum,  developed  and  published  by  Ginn  and 
Co.  It  seeks  to  develop  an  inquiry  approach  to  learning  that  is  based  upon  the 
scientific  method. 

The  program  is  in  use  in  K-3  (two  classes  in  each  grade)  at  West  Side 
School.  An  Implementation  Team  composed  of  Mr.  Jeffrey  Stevens,  Head  of 
Science  Department  at  the  Memorial  Junior  High  School;  Mrs.  Avis  Clay, 
fourth  grade  teacher  at  Henry  B.  Burkland  School;  and  Mr.  Franklin  E. 
James,  Principal  of  the  Northern  District,  are  overseeing  the  development 
of  it. 

Support  for  this  curriculum  is  being  provided  by  a  series  of  monthly 
workshops  conducted  by  the  Massachusetts  Elementary  Science  Im¬ 
plementation  Project  (MESIP)  under  the  directorship  of  Dr.  George  T.  Ladd 
of  Boston  College,  and  attended  by  the  members  of  the  above-mentioned 
Implementation  Team. 

Since  September  1972  the  Benziger  Linguistic  Readers  have  been  used  in 
two  first  grade  classrooms  at  Mayflower  School.  This  program  was  initiated 
because  we  wanted  to  try  a  series  in  which  the  vocabulary  used  would 
complement  a  strong  decoding  approach  to  initial  reading  instruction. 

Most  of  the  words  used  in  the  books  follow  regular  spelling  patterns,  thus 
facilitating  “sounding-out”  new  vocabulary.  By  the  end  of  the  Primer  level, 
however,  the  children  can  read  the  “high  frequency”  words  found  in  our 
Scott-Foresman  basal  readers. 

This  series  has  proved  very  satisfactory  as  a  second  approach  to  initial 
reading  instruction,  and  one  which  is  compatible  with  our  present  basal 
system. 

THE  PRINCIPAL  AS  A  SUPERVISOR: 

One  of  the  responsibilities  of  the  Principal  is  the  observation  and 
supervision  of  programs  and  personnel  in  his  school.  Many  would  say  that 
this  is  his  most  important  function. 

The  Principal  provides  for  the  improvement  of  instruction  by  classroom 
visitations  and  observations;  by  getting  out  of  the  office  and  into  the 
corridors  and  classrooms.  The  Principal  is  the  coordinator  of  things, 
programs,  and  people.  He  is  required  to  take  the  leadership  in  the  day-to- 
day,  term-to-term,  year-to-year  supervision  and  evaluation  of  the  school 
program.

SCHOOL  REPORT 


The  purposes  of  evaluation  and  supervision  are  many;  they  are  often 
determined  by  the  goals  of  the  individual  Principal,  yet  there  are  common 
aims  in  the  evaluative  process  —  some  of  thich  are : 

—  to  provide  a  periodic  check  that  will  direct  along  definite  lines  the 
continued  improvement  of  the  curriculum. 

—  to  give  to  school  personnel  the  information  that  is  necessary  to 
provide  guidance  and  counsel  for  the  benefit  of  the  students. 

—  to  secure  help  in  validating  the  function  and  goals  that  the  school 
strives  to  attain  and  in  determining  the  program  upon  which  the  school 
operates. 

—  to  provide  a  sound  basis  for  good  public  relations  to  secure  an  un¬ 
derstanding  on  the  part  of  the  community  of  the  program  of  the  school  and 
its  effectiveness. 

—  to  provide  a  sense  of  security  to  members  of  the  school  staff,  to  the 
pupils  and  to  their  parents  so  that  they  have  tangible  evidence  that  the 
program  they  are  operating  is  an  effective  one. 

The  administrator-supervisor  is  a  busy  person.  His  work  makes  many 
demands  on  him.  He  must  be  a  superior  organizer,  a  skilled  administrator,  a 
wise  supervisor  and  a  strong  executive  and  general  manager.

MEMORIAL  JUNIOR  HIGH  SCHOOL 

During  the  past  year  we  have  seen  growth  in  several  respects.  The 
enrollment  has  continued  to  increase  to  the  point  where  we  now  have  nearly 
650  students  in  Grades  7  and  8,  necessitating  the  use  of  every  available  space 
in  the  buildings  and  the  addition  of  two  new  teachers  for  the  school  year  1974- 
1975.  We  have  continued  to  schedule  each  student  individually  according  to 
ability  and  achievement  in  each  subject  area,  but  find  this  increasingly 
difficult  due  to  the  inflexibility  brought  about  by  many  large  classes, 
especially  in  the  middle  and  upper  levels. 

The  major  innovation  for  this  year  was  the  implementation  of  the  Poly 
Arts  program,  a  combination  of  scheduling  and  new  curriculum  which  has 
already  provided  many  fine  advantages.  Developed  by  the  teachers  of  Home 
Economics,  Industrial  Arts,  Music  and  Art  and  approved  by  the  School 
Committee,  the  Poly  Arts  program  is  structured  so  that  a  student  will  have 
one  of  the  aforementioned  subjects  every  day  for  twelve  consecutive  weeks, 
rotating  to  a  different  area  each  trimester.  This  module  of  twelve  weeks,  or 
trimester,  provides  an  intensive  exposure  to  the  subject  and  a  concomitant 
understanding  of  skills  and  concepts.  Daily,  rather  than  bi-weekly,  classes 
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stimulate  a  deeper  and  more  sustained  interest  level  which  results  in  a  much 
higher  quality  of  learning  and  project  completion.  New  and  exciting 
curricula  have  been  written  and  are  being  constantly  evaluated  for  their 
effectiveness.  Further  advantages  are  noted  in  that  the  storage  of  projects  is 
only  one-third  of  the  former  requirement,  flexibility  of  scheduling  is  in¬ 
creased,  class  size  can  be  better  equalized  and  the  teachers  can  get  to  know 
each  student  better. 

In  the  other  subject  matter  areas,  we  have  continued  to  make  good 
progress.  The  science  curriculum  has  been  revised  to  feature  a  half  year  of 
earth  science,  with  accompanying  new  textbooks.  This  will  complement  a 
half  year  of  basic  physical  science.  This  innovation  is  a  result  of  inter¬ 
departmental  meetings  with  the  high  school,  and  approval  by  the  ad¬ 
ministration  and  the  School  Committee.  Again,  in  response  to  high  school 
requests,  special  emphasis  is  given  to  developing  familiarity  with  basic 
laboratory  procedures  and  techniques  in  both  grades  7  and  8.  Grade  seven 
classes  are  continuing  their  studies  in  general  life  science,  studying  natural 
communities,  insect  life,  micro  organisms,  human  body  systems  and 
genetics.  The  Annual  Science  Fair  continues  to  be  a  successful  represen¬ 
tation  of  the  scope  of  scientific  interests  exhibited  by  our  junior  high 
students.  Last  April  our  18th  Science  Fair  was  attended  by  hundreds  of 
parents  and  visitors. 

Our  Mathematics  Department  has  written  a  new  curriculum  for  use 
with  the  newest  edition  of  the  unified  textbooks  (Grades  1-8)  and  will  soon  be 
revising  the  eighth  grade  curriculum  guide. 

The  Social  Studies  Department  has  continued  to  involve  the  students  in 
very  meaningful  activities.  A  pilot  program  on  Middleborough  government 
was  undertaken  by  an  eighth  grade  class  which  involved  first  studying  the 
United  States  Constitution  and  then  researching  Town  Government.  Local 
Town  officials  were  invited  to  speak  at  the  school  and  videotapes  were  made 
for  use  in  future  years.  Seventh  grade  geography  classes  studying  Africa, 
the  Near  East,  and  Asia,  were  involved  in  activities  such  as  preparation  of 
native  dinners,  displays  of  artifacts  and  slide  presentations  and  lectures  by 
community  resource  people  from  Taiwan,  Iran,  Turkey  and  Africa. 

The  Social  Studies  Fair  centered  on  the  “Family  of  Man,”  and  the  eighth 
grade  presentation  entitled  “The  Goode  Olde  Days”  was  a  musical  revue  of 
United  States  history  with  special  displays  on  Middleborough  featured. 

The  English  Department  has  continued  to  recognize  the  need  for  the 
remediation  of  reading  deficiencies  diagnosed  in  earlier  grades.  Under  the 
direction  of  our  reading  specialist,  Mr.  Bichsel,  a  modified  individualized 
reading  program  is  now  operational  in  the  basal  level  of  grade  eight,  having 
been  instituted  in  grade  seven  last  year.  Teachers  are  using  classroom 
quantities  of  individualized  materials  such  as  Specific  Skills  Series  and 
R.C.S.  cards.  Many  of  the  students  are  also  given  intensive  remedial 
assistance  in  Reading  Lab,  now  housed  in  newly  renovated  space  adjacent  to 
the  English  Office.  There  is  a  definite  need  for  additional  personnel  to  assist 
in  this  Reading  Lab,  as  well  as  to  work  with  small  groups  in  the  classrooms. 
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We  are  finding  that  the  number  of  children  in  need  of  help  with  their  reading 
problems  seems  to  be  increasing  and  is  becoming  too  great  for  one  reading 
specialist  to  adequately  serve.  More  emphasis  will  also  have  to  be  placed  on 
the  in  service  training  of  subject  matter  teachers  to  teach  the  reading  skills 
in  their  content  areas. 

We  are  currently  in  the  process  of  analyzing  and  rectifying  any 
weaknesses  in  the  language  arts  curriculum  and  methodology  which  have 
been  reflected  in  standardized  tests.  Effective  use  of  test  data,  including 
item  analysis  printouts,  will  be  applied  to  the  progress  of  individual  students 
as  well  as  the  total  class  and  grade  structure. 

The  Industrial  Arts  curriculum  in  grade  eight  has  been  enhanced  by  the 
addition  of  a  short  course  on  the  internal  combustion  engine.  The  course  on 
basic  electricity  is  also  being  taught  concurrently. 

Physical  Education  is  taken  every  other  day  by  every  student  in  the 
school.  The  continuing  use  of  the  six-day  schedule  makes  this  possible. 

With  respect  to  the  immediate  goals  attainable  by  the  Junior  High 
School  faculty,  it  is  our  concern  that  emphasis  be  placed  on  the  acquisition  of 
reading  skills.  We  intend  that  each  subject  matter  teacher  will  reinforce  all 
of  the  skills  which  are  required  for  successful  achievement  at  these  grade 
levels. 

Our  long-range  goals  point  to  the  need  for  increased  articulation  bet¬ 
ween  the  Junior  and  Senior  High  School,  as  well  as  in  the  transition  from  the 
elementary  grades  to  the  Junior  High.  Ourt  first  step  will  be  to  aid  in  the 
consolidation  of  all  of  the  existing  curriculum  guides  from  grades  1-12.  Any 
need  for  completion  or  updating  will  become  obvious  and  the  resulting 
compendium  should  provide  a  working  knowledge  of  subject  areas 
throughout  the  whole  system. 

In  closing  it  should  be  mentioned  that  we  are  continually  improving  the 
school  plant.  The  last  two  rooms  of  fixed  furniture  will  be  replaced  within  a 
few  weeks  with  modern  desk-chair  units.  All  stairways  were  coated  with  a 
non-skid  material  last  summer,  which  has  reduced  accidental  falls  to 
practically  none.  Two  classrooms  (23  and  24)  were  equipped  with  new  high 
quality,  heavy-duty  aluminum  windows.  A  burglar  alarm  was  installed 
throghout  the  plant  and  this  has  stopped  all  illegal  entries.  Annual  painting 
included  the  main  gym,  the  shop  and  the  home  economics  room  as  well  as 
many  other  smaller  areas. 

Although  we  are  at  capacity  enrollment,  it  is  encouraging  to  share  the 
enthusiasm  which  is  evident  among  our  faculty  and  student  body.

MIDDLEBOROUGH  HIGH  SCHOOL 

In  keeping  with  the  recommendations  of  the  New  England  Association  of 
Schools  and  Colleges,  the  curriculum  at  Middleborough  High  School  con- 
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tinues  in  its  attempts  to  reflect  the  on-going  educational  needs  of  its 
students. 

a.  This  year  we  have  been  able  to  offer  a  second  level  ceramics  class  to 
serve  the  many  requests  for  further  work  in  this  popular  course. 

b.  A  second  level  of  Studio  Art  is  now  offered;  thus  students  may  now 
earn  two  major  credits  for  work  in  this  field. 

c.  Demand  was  so  great  for  journalism  that  we  had  to  reduce  the  in¬ 
structor’s  English  load  in  order  to  accommodate  the  increased  number  of 
students. 

d.  Statistics  and  Computer  Programming  is  now  offered  as  a  semester 
course  and  at  different  time  slots  each  half-year  in  order  to  serve  more 
pupils. 

e.  General  Typing,  a  semester  course,  is  now  offered  four  times  per  year 
at  two  different  time  periods. 

f.  Adjustments  in  scheduling  have  been  affected  in  order  to  provide 
greater  unassigned  time  for  seniors  to  take  part  in  our  work-study  program. 
Total  participating  is  now  57. 

g.  For  students  who  wish  to  continue  second  year  typing  but  who  do  not 
wish  to  pursue  stenography  integrated  with  it  we  now  offer  Typing  II  as  well 
as  Typing  II  Steno. 

h.  For  the  first  time  we  have  introduced  a  minor  course  on  the  subject  of 
China  and  its  position  in  world  affairs. 

With  the  most  recent  figures  indicating  that  31.2  per  cent  of  our 
graduates  are  going  on  to  post-secondary  institutions  and  a  majority  figure 
of  51.4  per  cent  are  entering  the  world  of  work  upon  graduation,  it  is  well  to 
point  out  that  most  curricular  changes,  as  listed  above,  reflect  our  concern 
for  the  terminal  student.  More  and  more  we  must  address  ourselves  to  the 
needs  of  the  work  community.  Inherent  is  the  need  for  greater  career 
education  at  all  levels.  Emphasis  must  be  given  to  greater  understanding 
and  appreciation  for  the  world  of  work.  The  goals  must  be  to  guarantee  wise 
vocational  decisions  by  all  students  and  hopefully  assist  students  in  attaining 
marketable  skills  in  occupational  education  prior  to  graduation.

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MUSIC  DEPARTMENT 

The  Music  Department  of  the  Middleborough  Public  Schools  was  very 
active  in  the  year  1974  with  many  rewarding  musical  activities  being 
recognized  within  the  school  system  and  the  Town  as  well  as  activities  in¬ 
volving  Middleborough  music  students  in  other  areas  of  New  England.  Along 
with  Middleborough  students  representing  Middleborough  High  School  in 
SEMSBA,  District  and  All-State,  Middleborough  was  honored  by  two  other 
invitations.  The  High  School  Symphonic  Band  was  invited  to  present  a 
concert  at  Bridgewater  State  College  under  the  direction  of  Richard  E. 
Nelson  which  was  well  received  by  an  audience  made  up  of  students  and 
faculty  at  the  College  as  well  as  many  local  people  who  attended  the  per¬ 
formance.  Also,  the  Music  Department  was  recognized  by  the  University  of 
Maine  as  one  of  few  music  programs  in  New  England  to  be  used  as  in¬ 
structional  media  in  the  music  education  undergraduate  programs  at  the 
University.  Many  areas  of  classroom,  vocal  and  instrumental  instruction  in 
Grades  K-12  were  carefully  videotaped  here  and  are  presently  being  studied 
in  Maine  classrooms  as  examples  of  “Excellencies  in  Music  Education”  (a 
direct  quote  from  the  University  of  Maine  instructional  team) . 

Presently,  classroom  music  is  being  taught  in  grades  1-4  on  a  weekly 
basis  and  grades  five  and  six  twice  weekly  by  one  of  the  music  specialists. 
Due  to  lack  of  time  the  music  teachers  have  been  visiting  the  kindergarten 
on  an  abbreviated,  trial  basis.  Elementary  classroom  teachers  and  Prin¬ 
cipals  have  found  the  program  to  be  very  valuable  and  as  a  result,  more  time 
for  kindergarten  music  will  beallottedin  September  1975.The  new  Poly  Arts 
program  at  the  Junior  High  School  has  proven  to  be  very  successful  in  its 
first  four  months  of  operation.  Mr.  Martin  W.  Hartford,  along  with  the  art, 
home  economics  and  shop  teachers,  has  developed  a  program  where  music 
classes  meet  daily  for  one  trimester  instead  of  the  former  twice-weekly 
basis. 

Music  assemblies  and  programs  have  become  an  important  part  of  the 
elementary  music  curriculum.  Every  student  in  the  elementary  schools 
some  time  during  the  year  took  part  in  some  form  of  a  musical  program, 
with  Flag  Day  and  Christmas  making  up  the  bulk  of  the  programs.  Two 
other  productions  were  opened  to  the  public  in  the  evening.  In  May  the  grade 
six  students  at  Burkland  School,  under  the  direction  of  Pamela  Grove, 
presented  a  musical  adaptation  of  Tom  Sawyer  to  a  standing  room  audience. 
The  major  vocal  project  for  the  High  School  a  cappella  Choir  was  the 
planning  and  execution  of  the  schools’  first  opera,  “Amahl  and  the  Night 
Visitors,”  by  Gian  Carlo  Menotti.  This  production,  directed  by  Richard  G. 
Brooks  and  accompanied  by  Janice  Bichsel,  began  in  June  with  the  selection 
of  the  vocal  leads  for  summer  study  and  was  presented  in  December  with  the 
assistance  of  several  other  High  School  departments  including  the  Media 
and  Art  Departments.  A  capacity  audience  sounded  their  approval  of  this 
beautiful,  seasonal  program  and  acknowledged  the  tremendous  effort  in¬ 
volved  in  presenting  the  largest  High  School  musical  production  ever  at¬ 
tempted  in  Middleborough. 
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The  Middleborough  High  School  Marching  Band  and  Twirlers  along  with 
the  newly  organized  Color  Guard  in  their  new  “Sachem”  Indian  costumes 
had  a  successful  season  performing  eleven  half-time  shows  through  the  busy 
fall  season.  The  Band  received  many  commendations  for  their  fine  per¬ 
formance  at  the  Super  Bowl  game  in  Boston,  presenting  a  half-time  show  of 
formations  and  music  from  three  of  the  most  popular  Broadway  shows  of 
today.  Another  first  was  the  presentation  of  the  Memorial  Junior  High 
School  “Marching  100.”  The  Junior  High  Band  of  ninety-four  and  six  twirlers 
took  part  in  the  half-time  activities  of  the  Cohasset  game  with  a  finale  of  both 
bands  combining  in  the  playing  of  “Hail  to  the  Varsity.”  This  activity  has 
created  a  new  interest  in  the  Junior  High  School  instrumental  program. 

The  music  faculty  was  involved  in  a  performance  of  their  own  as  well.  In 
March  a  public  concert  was  presented  by  the  members  of  the  Music 
Department  to  benefit  the  Luther  Churchill,  Sr.  Scholarship  Fund.  The  two 

previous  recipients  of  the  scholarship  also  took  part  in  the  concert.

A  maternity  leave  for  Mrs.  Bichsel  and  a  vacancy  created  by  Mrs. 
Grove’s  leaving,  saw  the  hiring  of  two  music  teachers,  the  Misses  Brenda 
Humphrey  and  Ruth  Soucy,  both  recent  graduates  of  the  University  of 
Maine. 

The  Music  Department  wishes  to  thank  the  teachers,  administration  and 
School  Committee  for  their  cooperation  throughout  this  past  year. 

The  Music  Department  would  also  like  to  thank  the  Peirce  Estate 
Trustees  for  their  support  in  purchasing  the  new  blue  High  School  choir 
robes  and  the  additional  Junior  High  School  band  uniforms  this  year.

DEPARTMENT  OF  PHYSICAL  EDUCATION 
AND  ATHLETICS 

Physical  Education  and  Athletics  are  undergoing  changes  just  as  other 
phases  of  the  school  program  because  of  the  equal  opportunities  laws.  Plans 
to  provide  equal  opportunities,  equipment,  facilities,  coaching,  and  ac¬ 
tivities  in  physical  education  and  especially  in  athletics  are  progressing  and 
becoming  a  reality. 

Our  physical  education  program  is  an  integral  part  of  the  total 
educational  program.  While  it  is  concerned  with  all  aspects  of  the  in¬ 
dividual’s  development,  it  has  its  specific  responsibilities.  The  Curriculum 
includes  rhythms,  gymnastics,  individual  and  dual  activities,  and  team 
sports.  At  the  primary  level  the  fundamental  skills  of  walking,  running, 
skipping,  hopping,  jumping,  throwing,  and  catching  are  presented  for  the 
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first  time.  Appropriate  games,  rhythmic  activities,  and  self-testing  ac¬ 
tivities  which  involve  the  fundamental  skills  are  then  introduced.  Physical 
education  at  the  junior  and  high  school  levels  includes  the  instructional, 
basic  and  adapted  intramurals,  and  recreational  programs. 

The  opening  in  September  of  the  swimming  pool  at  the  Burkland- 
Mayflower  complex  has  added  a  new  dimension  to  our  program  in  both 
physical  education  and  athletics.  All  youngsters  in  our  school  system  will  be 
taught  swimming  lessons  in  their  three  years  here.  The  complete  Red  Cross 
swimming  program  and  recreational  swimming  are  offered  to  the  com¬ 
munity  in  our  after-school  hours  swimming  programs.  Girls’  and  boys’  in¬ 
formal  swimming  teams  this  year  will  become  formal  next  year.  Com¬ 
petitive  swimming  is  also  offered  to  junior,  high  and  elementary  youngsters. 

Several  of  our  athletic  teams  did  notably  well  during  the  year  in  in¬ 
terscholastic  competition.  The  informal  girls’  track  team  was  undefeated. 
The  boys’  track  and  hockey  teams  had  good  seasons.  The  cross-country 
team  was  champion  of  the  South  Shore  League  for  the  second  successive 
year.  The  boys’  basketball  team  advanced  to  the  quater-finals  of  the  state’s 
basketball  tourney.  The  wrestling  team  advanced  two  boys  to  the  state 
finals.  And  finally  the  football  team  participated  in  the  Super  Bowl  with  its  9- 
1  record  and  second  place  finish  in  both  the  South  Shore  League  and  Division 
IV.

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MEDIA  SERVICES 

Marcus  Aurelius  once  observed  that  everything  is  the  result  of  a  change. 
Change,  for  the  better  we  believe,  has  taken  place  in  the  libraries  and  media 
centers  within  our  school  system. 

Some  important  changes  have  occurred  at  the  High  School  Library. 
Most  significantly,  the  audiovisual  collection  has  been  moved  into  the 
library  area,  thus  combining  the  print  and  non-print  educational  media  into 
an  integrated  resource  center.  Students  now  have  greater  access  to  the 
audiovisual  materials  and  use  these  materials  in  conjunction  with  books, 
magazines  and  pamphlets  in  their  research  projects. 

Between  September  and  December  106  classes,  representing  virtually 
all  departments,  have  come  to  the  library  for  instruction  and  research 
assignments.  These  classes  are  planned  jointly  by  the  librarian,  Mr.  Joseph 
Scaccia,  and  the  classroom  teachers  in  an  effort  to  better  familiarize  the 
student  with  the  use  of  reference  works  in  specific  areas,  sources  of  in¬ 
formation  other  than  standard  reference  works  and  individual  assistance  in 
the  organization  of  materials  for  use  in  research,  skill-building  and 
citizenship.  These  classes  are  in  addition  to  the  routine  use  of  the  library 
each  period  by  students.  The  instructional  program  represents  a  substantial 
growth  in  library  development  from  our  1972  High  School  Evaluation. 

Plans  are  being  developed  to  establish  a  Career  Education  and  In¬ 
formation  Center  which  will  seek  to  offer  materials  dealing  with  a  wide 
range  of  occupations,  Civil  Service  examination  books,  materials  on  career 
descriptions,  additional  reference  sources,  catalogs  and  other  related  items 
will  comprise  this  special  integrated  collection. 

Mr.  Scaccia  is  assisted  in  the  library  by  Mrs.  Priscilla  Ferreira,  library 
aide,  who  also  acts  as  secretary  to  the  Director  of  Media  Services. 

The  Audiovisual  Department  at  Middleborough  High  School  is  a  service 
organization  offering  behind- the-scene  assistance  to  the  classroom  teacher. 
Here,  equipment  is  kept  serviceable  and  made  available  to  teachers, 
audiovisual  materials  are  prepared,  audio  and  video  tapes  are  made  and 
colored  slides  and  photographs  are  produced.  Another  area  of  responsibility 
is  in  setting  up  microphones  and  running  the  stage  lighting  for  assemblies 
and  special  programs.  These  services  are  provided  by  a  group  of  AV 
Assistants  trained  by  the  Director.  Both  boys  and  girls  are  trained  in  the 
operation  of  projectors,  tape  recorders,  television  production  equipment,  the 
auditorium  lighting  and  sound  system  and  in  the  production  of  audiovisual 
materials. 

One  of  the  most  successful  uses  of  instructional  television  has  been  in 
conjunction  with  the  home  basketball  games  and  baseball  practice.  Mr. 
Littlefield  and  Mr.  Denise  have  used  video  tapes  made  of  practice  sessions 
and  home  games  to  analyze  plays  and  teamwork.  Other  uses  of  instructional 
television  have  included  taping  visiting  speakers,  demonstrations  by  the 
Middleborough  Fire  Department,  science  demonstrations  and  experiments, 
the  helicopter  landing,  music  programs,  debates  and  class  discussion

groups,  the  daily  news  and  special  programs. 

The  Memorial  Junior  High  School  library  continues  to  grow  as  an  in¬ 
tegral  part  of  the  total  school  program.  This  growth  is  revealed  in  the 
statistics  compiled  daily,  monthly  and  annually.  In  the  four  years  that 
records  have  been  kept  attendance  has  increased  300  per  cent  and  book 
circulation  has  increased  160  per  cent.  Mrs.  Eleanor  Hammond,  librarian, 
has  given  general  library  orientation  to  all  7th  and  8th  grade  students  with 
additional  instruction  in  the  areas  of  science,  social  studies  and  English. 
Mrs.  Beverly  Guilford,  library  aide,  very  capably  assists  with  the  training  of 
student  librarians  and  other  duties  contributing  much  to  make  the  library  a 
functioning  tool  for  students  and  teachers. 

The  greatest  change  within  the  library  system  has  taken  place  in  the 
new  media  center  at  the  Burkland  School  Addition.  This  center,  which 
provides  space  for  more  than  6,000  books,  magazines  and  audiovisual 
materials,  has  been  used  by  many  students  and  teachers  through  class 
visitations.  Mrs.  Deanna  Dupuis,  library  aide,  and  I  have  been  preparing 
books  and  other  library  materials  gathered  from  the  fourth  grades  so  that 
full  media  services  can  be  offered  to  all.  This  consists  of  classifying, 
cataloging,  marking,  typing,  shelving  and  filing  operations  for  each  book. 
Through  the  use  of  Federal  funds  under  Title  II  of  the  Elementary  and 
Secondary  Education  Act  and  Town  appropriated  funds,  some  1,500  books 
have  been  added  to  the  library  collection  since  September.  Other  newly 
acquired  materials  include  transparencies,  maps,  charts,  filmstrips, 
recordings,  pictures  and  a  large  library  globe. 

Teachers  have  been  taking  advantage  of  educational  television,  new  to 
the  Burkland  School,  by  viewing  programs  offered  by  the  21-inch  Classroom. 
Several  classes  may  combine  to  watch  the  programs  in  the  media  center  or 
individual  classes  may  view  programs  in  the  classroom.  Programs  in 
phonics,  math,  health,  language  arts,  science,  social  studies,  current  events 
and  ecology  have  been  used  by  various  teachers  since  September. 

Library  books  and  audiovisual  materials  have  also  been  added  to  the 
three  elementary  districts  during  the  past  year.  These  collections  continue 
to  grow  and  provide  supplementary  materials  for  the  students.  With  the 
moving  of  the  fourth  grades  to  the  Burkland  School,  the  West  Side  School  has 
been  able  to  develop  a  centralized  media  collection  where  teachers  can  bring 
students  to  use  both  print  and  non-print  materials. 

Library  and  audiovisual  assistants  help  with  much  of  the  routine 
operations  and  at  the  same  time  learn  procedures  that  will  be  useful  to  them 
in  later  life.  Library  procedures  carried  on  in  the  schools  are  the  same  as 
those  used  in  public,  college,  university  and  special  libraries.  Techniques 
used  in  searching  out  information  from  reference  books  are  the  same  as 
those  used  in  business  and  industry.  Being  of  service  to  teachers  and  fellow 
students  is  a  rewarding  experience  in  itself. 

This  year  18  teachers  representing  all  grade  levels  were  participants  in 
an  Audiovisual  Workshop.  They  worked  on  individual  projects  to  develop 
skill  in  operating  equipment  and  preparing  materials.  Many  audiovisual 
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materials  were  produced  for  use  in  the  classroom. 

My  sincere  thanks  to  the  librarians,  audiovisual  coordinators,  library 
aides  and  student  assistants  for  the  efficient  and  effective  operation  of  the 
Media  Services  Department.  My  thanks,  also,  for  the  enthusiastic  response 
and  support  from  teachers,  administrators  and  students.

PUPIL  PERSONNEL  SERVICES 
ANNUAL  REPORT  FOR  THE  YEAR  1974 

Since  the  establishment  in  1971  of  Pupil  Personnel  Services  we  have 
experienced,  during  this  4-year  period,  the  challenge  of  bringing  together  all 
of  the  vital  specialized  services  and  programs  that  are  required  of  a  school 
system  that  wishes  to  remain  alert  to  the  demands  of  its  students. 

Our  programs  of  specialized  and  supportive  assessment  and  instruction 
have  over  the  past  four  years  given  a  new  dimension  to  satisfying  the  needs 
of  children. 

The  school  department,  through  Pupil  Personnel  Services,  is  able  to 
articulate  and  render  services  in  the  following  areas:  Health  Services, 
Reading  Programs,  Elementary  Adjustment  Counseling,  Secondary 
Guidance  Services,  Programs  of  Occupational  Education,  Programs  for 
children  with  special  needs. 

The  major  activity  of  Pupil  Personnel  Services  this  past  year  was  to 
prepare  for  and  assist  in  the  implementation  of  the  new  Special  Needs 
legislation  (Chapter  766).  We  have  been  preparing  for  these  services  for  the 
past  two  years.  Middleborough,  in  order  to  satisfy  the  assessment 
requirements  of  this  legislation  was  the  prime  community  in  establishing 
R.E.A.D.S.,  Inc.,  a  non-profit  educational  collaborative  designed  to  develop 
educational,  medical  and  psychological  assessments  of  children  suspected 
of  special  needs.  Many  of  the  costs  of  this  regional  program  have  been  un¬ 
derwritten  through  federal  and  state  grants  that  the  Director  of  Pupil 
Personnel  Services  was  able  to  secure  ($45,000). 

In  order  that  this  report  is  complete  and  well  defined,  I  herewith  submit 
the  specialized  reports  of  the  programs  that  are  under  the  Pupil  Personnel 
umbrella. 

HEALTH: 

Health  services  within  the  school  department  run  the  full  spectrum  from 
initial  contact  at  the  time  of  preschool  registration  until  graduation.  Every 
child  has  contact  by  one  of  the  nurses,  the  doctor  or  the  dentist  in  the  course 
of  his  school  life.  With  the  expanded  demands  of  school  health  services 
enacted  by  the  legislature  and  the  resulting  changing  role  of  the  school 
medical  professional  we  herewith  submit  an  outline  of  the  major  activities  of 
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the  school  nurses. 

1.  Registration: 

Kindergarten:  269  children 
Grade  I:  16  children 

2.  Physical  Examinations 

Physical  exams  were  done  by  Dr.  Silliker  on  students  in  grades  1,  4,  7 
and  10.  Necessary  referrals  made.  Physicals  also  done  on  students  who  are 
to  participate  in  sports.

Grades  1  and  9  tested;  a  total  of  441  students  (78.4  per  cent)  with  no 
positive  reactors. 

Notices  sent  home  for 
those  who  failed  and  necessary  referrals  made. 

6.  Handicapped  List  compiled. 

7.  Home  visits  to  children  being  tutored  when  indicated. 

8.  Teacher-nurse  conferences;  particularly  regarding  children  with  a 
special  need. 

9.  Pre-  and  post-natal  conferences  when  requested  or  indicated. 

10.  Conferences  with  community  resource  people. 

11.  First  aid  given  and  necessary  referrals  made. 

12.  Students  checked  for  pediculi  routinely. 

READING 

The  Reading  program  in  Middleborough  is  not  subject-oriented  but 
child-oriented.  The  staff’s  responsibility  is  not  to  bring  each  child  “up”  to  a 
mythical  grade-level  but  to  accept  each  child  “where  he-she  is”  and  provide 
him-her  with  materials  and  instruction  that  will  help  the  child  make 
systematic  progress  in  his-her  development  of  reading  skills. 

With  this  view,  this  year  (as  always)  there  was  continuous  evaluation  of 
each  child’s  accomplishments  and  needs  through  informal,  standardized 
and  diagnostic  testing  procedures. 

This  testing  data  was  used  to  help  plan  initial  instructional  groups, 
evaluate  the  suitability  of  instructional  materials  and  procedures,  and 
facilititate  regrouping  when  indicated.  Harriet  Blanchard,  Elementary 
Reading  Supervisor,  was  able  to  help  the  classroom  teachers  with  this. 

Test  data  was  also  used  in  selecting  participants  and  in  planning  ac¬ 
tivities  of  the  Title  I  summer  and  winter  programs.  Children  in  these 
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programs  enjoyed  the  benefits  of  specialized,  intensive,  small  group  in¬ 
struction,  using  multi-media  materials.  Title  I  services  were  expanded  this 
year  through  the  addition  of  a  reading  tutor  in  the  new  Burkland  fourth 
grade  wing  and  reading  tutor  in  the  high  school.  The  five  tutors  in 
the  primary  grades  were  able  to  work  effectively  with  more 
children  because  of  large  improved  teaching  stations. 

Rose  Guimares’  reading  laboratory  at  the  Burkland  Intermediate 
School  and  Charles  Bichsel’s  laboratory  at  the  Junior  High  School  also  had 
increased  enrollment.  Larger  rooms,  a  new  emphasis  on  development 
reading,  and  increased  student  interest  helped  account  for  this.  The  in¬ 
dividualized  approach  was  favored  in  the  upper  grades  since  this  allowed 
students  to  work  at  their  own  level  on  tasks  relevant  to  their  instructional 
needs.  Mr.  Bichsel  also  introduced  enrichment  and  skill  development 
programs  into  some  of  the  seventh  and  eighth  grade  English  classes.  These 
programs  provided  for  student  placement  at  the  proper  level,  individualized 
work  on  comprehension  materials,  and  practice  in  specific  areas  in  which 
proficiency  was  adequate. 

The  high  school  reading  laboratory  under  the  direction  of  Marie 
O’Brien,  continued  to  offer  Reading  Improvement  as  an  elective  to  all  high 
school  students  who  desired  enrichment,  reinforcement  or  remediation  in 
any  area  of  reading  development.  As  always,  a  major  goal  outside  the  skill 
area  was  in  the  development  of  self-directed,  independent  learning  patterns 
which  would  carry  far  beyond  the  classroom. 

ADJUSTMENT  COUNSELING  (ELEMENTARY): 

This  year  will  see  the  beginning  of  the  sixth  year  that  the  School  Ad¬ 
justment  Counseling  Program  has  been  active  in  the  Middleborough  school 
system.  This  program  deals  primarily  with  children  at  the  elementary 
school  level,  K-6  (although  contacts  are  made  at  the  secondary  level  as  well 
when  indicated  or  requested).  This  year  we  also  welcomed  a  new  Ad¬ 
justment  Counselor  to  the  staff,  Mr.  Stuart  O’Brien. 

The  school  adjustment  program  was  authorized  under  legislation 
enacted  in  1955  by  the  General  Court  of  Massachusetts.  The  Adjustment 
Counselor  functions  as  an  advocate  for  children  with  special  needs  and 
provides  direct  services  to  students,  their  families,  school  personnel,  and 
any  other  agencies  or  individuals  involved  with  the  welfare  and  adjustment 
of  the  child. 

The  role  of  the  Adjustment  Counselor  continues  to  expand,  reaching 
more  children  and  involving  more  families  and  community  people.  The 
thrust  of  the  program  is  towards  early  identification  of  problems  in  ad¬ 
justment  and  learning  that  may  deter  the  child  from  becoming  a  well  func¬ 
tioning  individual  capable  of  realizing  his  full  potential  as  he  progresses 
through  school  and  life  situations. 

The  Adjustment  Counselor  strives  to  assist  these  children  in  recognizing 
their  own  potential  and  self-worth;  assists  school  personnel  in  developing  a 
responsive  and  therapeutic  climate  for  the  student;  the  Counselor  acts  as 
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liaison  between  school  and  community,  and  helps  parents  and  family 
members  utilize  services  offered  by  the  school  and  community. 

The  role  of  the  School  Adjustment  Counselor  will  continue  to  expand  and 
diversify,  particularly  in  the  implementation  of  the  new  legislation  designed 
to  help  all  children  with  special  needs. 

GUIDANCE  COUNSELING  (SECONDARY) 

The  five  counselors  who  work  at  Memorial  Junior  High  School  (2)  and 
Middleborough  High  School  (3)  have  continued  to  respond  to  individual 
student  needs,  to  assist  each  student  in  the  selection  of  proper  courses  and 
levels  and  to  help  them  in  their  daily  contacts  with  their  classmates  or  their 
teachers. 

The  staff  of  the  Guidance  Department  makes  every  effort  to  help  a 
student  plan  his  immediate  future  through  scholastic  and  vocational  testing. 
On  the  basis  of  such  testing  they  strive  to  help  him  select  the  proper  courses 
and  to  assist  him  in  making  career  decisions  relative  to  the  several  post¬ 
secondary  choices  —  colleges,  junior  colleges,  schools  of  nursing,  as  well  as 
schools  of  a  technical  or  vocational  nature  —  that  are  open  to  him  in  order 
that  he  might  become  a  maximal  citizen  from  a  personal  as  well  as  com¬ 
mand  point  of  view. 

The  staff,  whenever  possible,  also  arranges  formal  and  informal 
meetings  between  students  and  representatives  of  post  secondary  schools, 
or  prospective  employers.  They  further  provide  follow-up  services  for 
graduates  of  Middleborough  High  School  as  well  as  counseling  for  students 
on  a  planned  or  crisis  basis;  and  they  often  help  parents  to  locate  and  obtain 
outside  professional  assistance  whenever  the  need  arises. 

Some  of  the  typical  services  we  are  presently  offering  are  as  follows: 
personal  counseling,  scheduling,  testing,  home  visits  and  reports,  main¬ 
tenance  of  Guidance  Records,  referrals  to  other  agencies,  and  with  the 
opportunities  available  at  Bristol-Plymouth  Regional  Vocational  Technical 
School  they  lend  supportive  assistance  to  students  in  making  initial  career 
selections  for  secondary  school  concentrations.

OCCUPATIONAL  EDUCATION 

During  the  last  school  year,  we  received  and  expended  over  $16,000  in 
federal  money  to  expand  and  upgrade  our  school  programs  in  Business 
Education  and  Distributive  Education.  These  added  funds  have  given  us  the 
opportunity  to  serve  more  children  and  to  broaden  their  horizons  without 
adding  costs  to  our  budget. 

1  must  take  this  opportunity  to  express  my  personal  gratitude  to  all  of 
those  staff  members  who  quietly  and  efficiently  perform  their  tasks  which 
ultimately  enhance  the  learning  situation  of  our  children.  The  ad¬ 
ministration,  teachers,  aides  and  others  have  given  cooperation  that  is  at 
best  described  as  outstanding. 

PROGRAMS  FOR  CHILDREN  WITH 
SPECIAL  EDUCATIONAL  NEEDS 

Since  September  of  1974  every  school  district  in  the  Commonwealth  is 
required  to  provide  for  all  of  their  students  with  special  needs.  We  are  indeed 
fortunate  in  having  instituted  these  services  and  programs  over  many  years 
for  our  children.  At  present,  we  are  able  to  provide  individualized 
educational  support  for  our  youngsters  through  our  resource  rooms  located 
in  each  of  our  elementary  districts,  at  the  H.  B.  Burkland  School  and  at  both 
the  Junior  and  Senior  High  Schools.  These  resource  rooms  are  staffed  by 
teachers  who  have  had  specialized  education  and  training  in  working  with 
and  teaching  the  children  who  have  special  needs.  In  some  instances  this 
service  is  of  short  duration  and  for  some  children  it  involves  a  full  supportive 
program. 
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At  the  present  time  we  are  able  to  serve  the  special  needs  of  our  children 
by  developing  individualized  programs  for  their  education.  The  major  goals 
of  this  facet  of  education  is  early  diagnosis  of  a  problem,  and  the  develop¬ 
ment  of  a  remedy  to  eliminate  the  problem. 

Several  changes  were  made  this  year  in  the  speech  program, 
specifically  in  the  areas  of  a  more  definitive  job  description  for  the  speech 
and  hearing  department.  The  primary  purpose  of  the  position  as  speech 
therapist  is  to  provide  remedial  instruction  to  students  manifesting  speech, 
language,  and  hearing  deficits. 

The  programs  include  the  following  major  responsibilities: 

I.  To  assess  the  phonological  (articulation),  grammer  and  vocabulary  for 
oral  and  aural  language  using  the  following  tools  for  assessment: 

a.  Test  of  Articulation:  to  test  the  child’s  ability  to  produce  speech 
sounds. 

b.  Tests  for  Auditory  Perception:  auditory  discrimination  and  auditory 
memory  span. 

c.  Tests  of  Language:  receptive  skills  and  expressive  skills. 

d.  Test  of  Motor  Skills,  assesses  the  child’s  ability  to  perform  motor 
tasks  in  relation  to  the  speech  mechanism. 

e.  Oral  Peripheral  Examination. 

f.  Recommendation  for  evaluation  of  hearing  acuity. 

II.  Therapy  for  children  depressed  in  any  of  these  areas  of  testing  to  be 
executed  using  established  remedial  procedures  upon  parental  per¬ 
mission. 

III.  Recommending  and  implementing  ancillary  services  when  deemed 
necessary. 

IV.  Preparation  of  schedules  and  maintenance  of  plan  books. 

V.  Educational  plan  written  for  each  child  enrolled  in  the  program  in¬ 
dicating  therapeutic  objectives  for  that  child. 

VI.  Parental  contacts  made  when  deemed  necessary. 

VII.  Informal  screening  of  all  first  grades  and  kindergartens  for  detection  of 
speech  deficits. 

In  September  1974,  152  children  in  the  Middleborough  Public  School 
System  were  enrolled  in  an  active  speech  and  language  program  upon 
parental  permission. 

All  first  grades  and  kindergartens  were  informally  screened.  Ap¬ 
proximately  children  in  the  kindergarten  programs  were  found  to  be 
potential  speech  candidates. 

Further  emphasis  this  year  has  once  again  been  placed  on  interaction 
between  parent,  child  and  therapist.  The  continuance  of  home  study 
programs  allowing  the  parents  to  work  with  their  child  in  the  amelioration  of 
speech  deficits  has  been  elicited.  In  some  instances  the  parent  has  been 
invited  to  observe  a  therapy  session  of  their  child  to  gain  a  greater  un- 
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derstanding  of  how  to  remediate  speech  deficits. 

In  summation  I  am  obliged  to  state  the  Pupil  Personnel  Services  can 
only  function  in  a  school  system  that  places  services  to  pupils  ahead  of  all 
considerations.  It  is  indeed  a  pleasure  to  witness  that  we  have  a  system  that 
first  serves  children.
